SYRACUSE & UTICA RAILROAD COMPANY 
Erect Passenger Depot—December 26, 1838 


RESOLVED, that the Syracuse and Utica Railroad Company be and Rereey 
are permitted to erect their passenger depot building in Washington aes 
between Salina and Warren streets about 49 feet wide and to continue the 


i9io 
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same during the existence of the corporation by the terms of its present 
charter or by renewal on the following conditions: 


First. That said railroad company shall purchase four teet in width off 
from the south side of block No. 101, and also about twenty-six feet in width 
off from the north side of Block 108, extending through in each case from 
Salina to Warren street and shall throw such pieces of land open to publie 
use; making an alley through from Salina to Warren streets, about fourteen 
feet wide on the north side of said depot building; and a street through in like 
manner immediately south of said building thirty-three feet wide; and shall 
pave said alley and from 23 to 25 feet in width of said street and shall flag 
along the south side of said street against-said block 108, a sidewalk, with 
Suitable curb stones of from 8 to 10 feet in width, as may be directed by the 
trustees of the Village; all which shall be done in the best manner and shall 
keep said alley, street and sidewalk in repair during the continuance of this 
grant. 


Second. That the said company shall within one year from this time, set 
out a row of suitable and proper shade trees, on each side of said railroad 
from the west line of said road to the bridge over the railroad in Beech 
street in Lodi—not over two rods apart and at such distances from the lines 
of the road as the village ordinances require; and in case of the death or 
destruction of any of said trees during the continuance of the privilege hereby 
Sranted, shall supply the deficiencies yearly with suitable trees, 


Third. That if the trustees of the Village and a commitiee consisting 
of Messrs. Moses D. Burnet, Peter Outwater, Jr., Jason ©. Woodruff, Charles 
A. Wheaton and William A. Cook shall deem it expedient, said company shall 
continue the stone drain now laid down from the creek to Salina street on 
the north side of Washington street to such a point east as the said Trustees 
and Committee shall deem expedient not extending farther than a point this 
side of Academy Hill where the Yellow Brook crosses the railroad tract, and of 
fhe same dimensions with the part already made and shall keep the same in 
repair during the continuance of the privilege hereby granted. 


On motion RESOLVED, that as soon as the said railroad company shall 
have acquired the title to the said strips of land that the Trustees of the 
Village are hereby requested by a proper order and survey to declare the said 
strips of land to belong to Washington street as altered, 


WIDEN WASHINGTON STREET 
April 1st, 1839 


At a meeting of the Trustees of the Village of Syracuse at the office of 
the said trustees in said village on the first day of April, 1839, all the said 
trustees having been duly notified to attend the said meeting, for the purpose 
of deliberating on the subject embraced in this order, it is ordered and de- 
termined by the said trustees upon the application of John Wilkinson that 
all that part of the highway called Washington street in the Village of Syracuse 
which is between Salina streets be altered as follows: 


First. The street shall be enlarged on the north side by adding to said 
street a strip of land from the south side of block 101 four fest in width, and 
on the south side the said street shall he enlarged by adding to the said street 
a strip of land of about twenty-six feet in width from the north side of block 
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No. 108, so that the space shall be ninety-six feet in width between said blocks. 


Second, All that portion of said street between the said blocks, petty 
an alley of 14 feet in width next to block No. 101 and extending from oy ~ 
to Warren streets, and also except a street of 33 feet in width next to Bloc 


No. 108 and extending in like manner from Salina to Warren streets shall be 
continued as a public highway.

The courses and distances of the said alterations according to a survey 
which the said trustees have caused to be made are as follows: 


Beginning at the southwest corner of Block No, 101 in the Village of 
Syracuse and running thence north along Salina street four feet; thence east 
parallel with the said Washington street and 298 feet to Warren street; thence 
south to Washington street and from) thence along the south line of the block 
to the place of beginning, to be added to said last mentioned street; also 
beginning at the northwest corner of Block No. 108 and running from thence 
south on the line of Salina street 26 feet; thence east parallel with the north 
line of the block 298 feet to the line of Warren street; thence north along 
the line of Warren street 26 feet to the northeast corner of the block; thence 


westerly along the north line of the block to the place of beginning, to he 
added to said Washington street and to become a part of the same as hereby 
aliered and enlarged, 


The part of the street which is hereby discontinued as a public highway 
is described as follows: Beginning in the east line of Salina street ten feet 
from the present corner of Block 101 or 14 feet from the same after the strip 
herein described is taken off, and running from thence southerly on the east 
line of Salina street 49 feet; thence easterly on a line parallel with the south 
side or line of block 101, 298 feet to Warren street; thence northerly along 
the line of Warren street 49 feet, and thence westwardly on a line parallel 
with said south line of Block 101, 298 feet to the place of beginning. 


And it is further herein ordered and declared that this alteration and dis- 


continuance is made to carry out and fulfil the proceedings and resolution of 
a public meeting of the taxable inhabitants of this Village held on the 26th of 
December, 1838, and that they are 


in no manner to release or acquit the 
Syracuse & Utica Railroad Company from the conditions and reservations con- 
tained in the resolution and proceedings of that meeting.

WHIERMAS, the said trustees of the Village of Syracuse have this day by 
an order duly signed by them declared that the said Washington street is 
enlarged as a public highway and have also in like manner declared and 
ordered that a strip of said street 49 feet in width which is to be covered by 
the said passenger depot building shall be discontinued as a public highway, 
which order is made for the purpose of fully carrying out the proceedings of 
the said public meeting first above referred to, now therefore it is hereby 
declared in consideration of the premises, that the right of the said railroad 
company to build their depot upon the said ground so discontinued as a public 
highway is in all respects subject to the conditions and reservations con- 
tained in the said resolution and proceedings, and that whenever the said 
company by the expiration of its charter or otherwise shall cease to occupy 
the said ground as a passenger depot building that then the said ground shall 
again become a public highway and shall never be occupied by the said rail- 
road company for any other purpose than for such passenger depot.

_ WHERHAS, the Syracuse & Chenango Valley Railroad Company has here- 
tofore applied to the Common Council of Syracuse for the right to lay down and

WHERDBAS, in consideration of such right to be granted to said railroad 
company, as required by said Common Council, has executed and delivered 
its Covenant and agreement to pay to said City of Syracuse the sum of $10,000 
as a suitable contribution toward the expense of constructing a new sewer in 
Said Canal street, when the same shall be ordered and built pursuant to the 
city charter, therefore 

RESOLVED, that the application aforesaid of the Syracuse & Chenango 
Valley Railroad Company be and the same is hereby granted, on the further 
consideration nevertheless, that in connection with the laying of said track, 
the said railroad company shall suitably grade the said Canal and Pear! streets 
SO as to leave and place the same in proper condition for general travel and 
use, it being also understood that if in the building of any sewers it shall 
become necessary for the city to take up temporarily the track of said rail: 
toad, the city shall not be liable to any damage for so doing, and it being 
further understood that the sum of ten thousand dollars so to be contributed 
by the railroad company shall be paid by said company for the benefit of the 
Owners or individuals on said street and for the purpose of exhonerations 
there trom taxation for said sewer to that street.

RESOLVED, that the petition of the Syracuse Northern Railroad for per- 
mission to lay its track upon, across and along certain streets so as to cross 
the Erie Canal and make connection with the track and depot of the N. Y. C. 


& H. R. R. Company is granted upon the following terms and conditions 
precedent, viz: 


The Syracuse Northern Railroad Company shall build and continue its 
track to Hay Market Square and shall enter into an agreement with the 
Syracuse & Chenango Valley Railroad Company tor a connection of both their 
roads on the east side of the Oswego Canal and their establishment there of 
their principal and general terminus and depot; the said Syracuse Northern 
Railroad Company shall also cause a bridge to be built and maintained over 
the Erie Canal on Franklin street of character and size suitable and sufficient 
for the accommodation of the publie travel of all kinds, and of a plan to be 
approved by the Committee on Highways and City Surveyor & Engineer, and 
shall also pay to the City of Syracuse and owners or occupants of property 
upon said streets along which said track shall pass, or which it shall cross, 
such legal damage as they shall suffer, and said company become liable tor, 
by reason of the laying of said track, and of any change of the grade of either 
of said streets in consequence thereof, and shall plank the track between the 
rails whenever and wherever in said streets the same may be required hy the 
Committee on Highways and Superintendent of Streets, 





SYRACUSE NORTHERN R. R. COMPANY 
Cross Old Gemetery Lot 


December 9th, 1872 


RESOLVED, that the Syracuse Northern Railroad be authorized to make 
its connection with the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad Company 
across the old cemetery lot and according to a map this day filed with the 
Clerk of the City of Syracuse, provided it removes the bodies of all deceased

RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to John 
Greenway and Jacob Amos & ‘Sons to construct a railroad across West Water 
street from the northeast corner of the freight office of the New York Central 
& Hudson River Railroad Company to the Barker Mill property, under the 
direction of the City Surveyor and Engineer and under such conditions as the 
Highway Committee may specify. 


SYRACUSE NORTHERN R. R. COMPANY 
December 3rd, 1877 


RESOLVED, that the Syracuse Northern Railroad Company he and they 
are hereby required to remove within twenty days an additional track or 
Switch laid by them, between New Division and Laurel streets, on the west 
side of Marsh street, and they are hereby permitted to lay the same on the 
west side of Marsh street from he north side of Theopolis Cunningham prop- 
erty running north in front of State lands. 


SYRACUSE, CHENANGO & NEW YORK R. R. CO. 
September 16th, 1878 


RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to the 
Syracuse, Chenango & New York Railroad Company to construct and main- 
tain an additional track on the west side of the present track of said road in 
and through Pearl street, between James and Salina streets, subject to the 
following conditions, viz: 


That said railroad company shall reset the curbstones and relay the paved 
gutters on the east side of said Pearl street to the grade as established by the 
City Surveyor and Engineer, also furnish the proper cars upon which to load 
all surplus dirt that requires to be removed from said street and transport the 
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same to be unloaded at such places on Canal street as the Alderman of the 
Ward may direct, and that they shall lay hardwood plank on each side of and 
between the tracks, and fill in between the same with good gravel and keep 
the tracks and between the tracks in good condition and repair. 


September 23rd, 1878 
(Syracuse Glass Co. Works) 


RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to the 
Syracuse Glass Company to construct a railroad track across East Washington 
street from their glass works building to connect with the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad, under the direction of the City Surveyor and 
Engineer and under such conditions as the Highway Committee may specify. 


November 20th, 1882 
(To Britton & Son Mill) 


RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to M. Britton 
& Son to construct and maintain a sidetrack or switch running from the track 
of the S. C. & N. Y. railroad to their lime mill on North Salina street, under 
the direction of the City Surveyor and Engineer and the Superintendent of 
Streets. 


SYRACUSE, CHENANGO & NEW YORK R. R. CO. 
Extend Tracks to Wolf Street 
April 19th, 1880 


RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to the 
Syracuse, Chenango & New York Railroad Company to extend their track 
from its present terminus on Salt street at the foot of Butternut street through 
and along the westerly side of Salt, Lock, Basin, Bear and Lodi streets, to 
the junction of Lodi street with the Oswego Canal, near the foot of Wolf 
street, and to maintain and operate such extended tract in the usual manner 
provided, and this permission is granted upon the following express con- 
ditions, viz: 


First. The said extended track shall be laid upon the grade of the several 
streets through which the same shall pass, and in such manner as to obstruct 
as little as possible the use of said street by vehicles. In case of a change in 
the grade of any of said streets, the said company shall relay the said track 
so as to conform with such change of grade. 


Second. The said company shall construct and perpetually maintain in 
good condition, at every point where such extended track shall pass over or 
along any crosswalk or sidewalk, a good plank crossing between its rails and 
to the distance of at least one foot outside of its rails on each side, the same 
to be built upon such grade and in such manner as shall be directed or ap- 
proved by the City Surveyor & Engineer. The said company shall also, at, all 
street crossings, lay and maintain planks, suitable for the passage of teams 
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and vehicles, between its rails and to the distance of at least one foot on the 
outside of its rails on each side, the same to be laid and maintained in such 
manner as shall be directed or approved by the City Surveyor & Hngineer. 


Third. The company shall also construct and maintain such other cross- 
ings over said extended track as the Common Council may at any time require. 


Fourth. All the work of grading and laying said extended track, and 
building crossings and crosswalks over the same, shall be done under the 
direction and subject to the approval of the City Surveyor and Engineer. 


NEW YORK, WEST SHORE & BUFFALO R. R. CO. 
September 5th and 12th, 1881 


RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to the 
New York, West Shore & Buifalo Railroad Company to construct, maintain 
and operate as a portion of their railway a double track railroad, with the 
necessary sidings and appurtenances, in, upon, through and across certain 
streets in the City of Syracuse as follows, to wit: 


Beginning at the eastern limit of the City and running westward parallel 
{o Riegel street, about thirty (80) feet south of the southern line thereof, to 
and diagonally across Peat street; thence following the same straight line 
through Block © to and diagonally across Teall avenue; thence through 
Block No, 505 to, and diagonally across Winton street; thence through Block 
No. 503 to and diagonally across Vine street; thence through Block No. 499, 
curving to the right into and along the west end of Riegel street to, and 
diagonally across Beach street; thence with the same curve to the right through 
Block No, 498 to and across Elm street; thence running parallel to the lines 
of Burnet and Canal streets, through the center line of Block 506, and diagon- 
ally across Lodi street; thence through the center of Blocks Nos. 228 and 273 
and across William street; thence through the center of Block No. 172 and 
across Howard street; thence through the center of Blocks No. 171 and 43 and 
across Catherine street; thence through Block No, 42 to and across McBride 
street; thence following the center line of Brown street across Townsend 
street to a point about eighty feet east of the east line of Smith street; thence 
curving to the right and running diagonally across Smith street; thence on 
the same curve to the west end of Brown street ,and through Block No. 40, 
and diagonally across Lock street, crossing the center line of the latter about 
226 feet north from its intersection with the north line of Canal street; thence 
through the northeast part of Block No, 39; thence following the same curve 
diagonally across James street, crossing the center line of the latter about 
65 feet west of its intersection with the west line of Lock street, and through 
Block No. 26; thence following a straight line to, and diagonally across Pear!) 
Street, crossing the center line of the latter at about its intersection with the 
south line of Willow street, and running diagonally across Willow streel; 
thence curving to the left through Block No. 24; thence following a straight 
line diagonally across the west end of Hickory street and across the Oswego 
Canal, and through Block No. 20, and diagonally across North Salina street, 
crossing the center line of the latter about 152 feet north from its intersection 
with the north line of Noxon street; thence curving*to the left throngh Block 
No. 67 to, and diagonally across Clinton street, crossing the center line of the 
same about 12 feet south of its intersection with the south line of Belden 
avenue; thence across the northeast part of Lot No. 5, of Block P. Bx thence 
following the same curve diagonally over and across Belden avenue to a point 
about 94 feet east of the east line of Franklin street; thence upon a direct liné 
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to a point near the junction of the east line of Maltbie street with the south 
line of Clark street: thence on a slight curve to the left to a point near the 
center of the salt water reservoir, said point being distant about 275 feet from 
the north line of Belden avenue measured at right angles to said avenue; 
thence on a line parallel with Belden avenue and distant about 275 feet there- 
from to the west line of the city. 


This permission is granted upon the following express conditions and 
stipulations, to wit: 


First. The said railroad shall be constructed and maintained at such 
elevation that the top surface of ifs rails shall contorm as closely as practicable 
to the grade levels heretofore established by the Gity of Syracuse for the 
several streets and crossings above named and as shown upon the profile 
accompanying the map filed by said railway company in the office of the clerk 
of the County of Onondaga on the 23rd day of February, 1881. 


Second. In all cases where it is impracticable to lay the tracks of said 
railroad so that the top surface of its rails shall be level with the present 
erade of any street, the said railway Company shall grade every such street 
to conform to the top surface of its rails and to such distance on either side 
of its tracks as shall be required or directed in each case by the Superintendent 
of Streets. Such grading wherever necessary shall include all gutters and 
sidewalks which shall be relaid to such distance on either side of said tracks 
as the existing grade of any street may be changed or altered and in such 
manner as may be directed or approved by the Superintendent of Streets. 
And wherever any change in the existing vrade of any street shall be made, 
the ent, or fill as the case may be, on either side of said tracks shall be pro- 
tected by suitable retaining walls whenever and wherever such wall shall he 
deemed necessary by the Superintendent of Streets. In no case shall the top 
surface of the rails so laid be more than three feet above or two feet below 
the present grade of any street. at the point where it is crossed by the tracks 
of said railway company without special permission from the ‘(Common Council, 


Third. Every street, alley and public square, in, upon, through or along 
which the track of said railvoad is built shall, so far as practicable, be left in 
as good condition aud repair as the same were in before such railroad was 
constructed, and the same shall, between the outside rails of said railroad and 
for five feet beyond the same, be at all times kept and maintained in good 
order and repair and to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets. And 
in ease any such street, alley or public square, is now or at any time here- 
after shall be payed or macadamized the said railway company shall pave 
or macadam as the case may be and keep paved or macadamized from time 
to time the space between their outside rails and for five feet om the outside 
thereof in a manner to correspond with the adjoining pavement or macddam 
on any such streets, alley or public square. This requirement shall be deemed 
to apply to and include the gutters and sidewalks as well as the traveled 
highway. 


Fourth. Between Franklin and McBride streets only two tracks without 
sidings shall be laid across, through, upon or along any street without express 
permission of the Common Council. 


Fitth, A competent flagman shall at all times be kept at the crossing 
over Salina street, and also at the crossing of James and Lock streets. The

and expense and without any expense to said city, in such manner as the order 
issued upon said application shall direct and subject to the approval of the 
City Engineer.

passed May 6, 1884, and any und all acts of said Legislature supplementary 
thereto and amendatory thereof. 





§. Any railroad company, its successors or assigns, constructing, maintain- 
ing said railroad shall at all times keep and save the City of Syracuse harmless 
from all liability, costs, damages and expenses which it may incur in any 
manner in consequence of the granting of this franchise, or of the failure of 
suid company, its successors or assigns, to keep and comply with any of the 
conditions herein contained, and especially with its failure or neglect to properly 
construct and maintain the said railroad and keep the same and the portion of 
Raid streets ocenpied by it in suitable and proper repair. 


9. That said company, its successors and assigns shall promptly remove 
4) snow and ice that shall be thrown from the tracks of its road into the other 
portion of said streets and shall at all times prevent such other portions from 
bacoming obstructed or trayel thereon impeded by snow or ice taken from its 
tracks. 


i). The Common Council expressly reserves to itself the right and power 
hereafter at any time to sell or grant to any street surface railroad company 
now in operation or which may hereafter be, the use of all the tracks and the 
enjoyment of all privileges thereon on thai portion of the route above described, 
Commonly known as “Robbers’ Row" trom the intersection of North Salina and 
James street to the intersection of Warren and James street, upon such company 
Sr companies contributing a proportionate share of the cost and expenses of 
building, operating and maintaining said tracks and railroad along, that portion 
OF said route known as “Robbers’ Row.”

any street during the progress of any such work, or by reason of the failure 
of said company, its successors or assigns, to keep or comply with any of the 
conditions herein contained, and especially by reason of the failure or neglect 
of said company, its successors, lessees or assigns to properly construct or 
maintain its said railroad or to keep the same and the portions of said street

Commissioner of Public Works may serve notice in writing upon the railway 
company requiring the company to renew or reconstruct such portion of its 
tracks or roadbed 


“Within twenty days of the service of such notice, the railway company 
F shall notify the Conumissioner of Public Works in writing whether it proposes 
, to do all or any part of the work incident to such renewal or reconstruction. 
| In case the railway company notifies the Commissioner of Public Works within 
i such period of twenty days that it will do all or any pari of the work incident 
to such renewal or reconstruction, then the railway company shall have 
thirty days within which to commence said work or such part thereof as it 
has elected to do, and before the expiration of said period of thirty days the 
railway company shall commence said work or part thereof and prosecute the 
same vigorously to completion, In case the railway company fails to serve 
written notice upon the Commissioner of Public Works, hereinbefore provided, 
or in cause the railway company in such written notice states \that it proposes 
to do only a part of the work or in case the railway company having notified 
the Commissioner of Public Works, as hereinbetore provided, that it proposes 
to do all or @ part of the work, fails to commence the same within the time 
above stipulated or fails to prosecute the same vigorously to completion, then 
and in either event the city shall have the right power and aunthroity to 
F renew or reconstruct, by contract or otherwise, the roadbed or tracks specified 
in the aforesaid written notice served upon the railway company, or to do such

Kaufman, Austin C. Chase and others a franchise to construct, operate and 
maintain a double-track street surface railroad in the City of Syracuse along 
the following route: Beginning at the corner of North Clinton and Noxon 
streets; thence along North Clinton street to West Genesee street; thence

AND WHIRMPAS, said franchise has been acquired and is now owned by 
the Syracuse, Lakeshoré & Northern Railroad Company, and whereas, said 
franchise was granted upon various terms and conditions which form a part 
thereof and which are set forth in full in the Common Council proceedings of 
the year 1896, eginning at page 237, now therefore, 


BH IT ORDAINED, by this Common Council. pursuant to the power re- 
served and contained in section 3 of said franchise, that this Common Coun- 
cil hereby directs that the rails to be laid in constructing such tracks in 
Noxon street between North Salina street and North Clinton street shall be 
placed and laid at. a distance not greater than four and ten-twelfths feet apart 
instead of four and two-twelfths feet as provided in said franchise, 


AND BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that said company and the Syracuse 
Rapid Transit Railway Company are hereby authorized to connect with proper 
Switches and special work the tracks aft North Clinton street and Noxon street 
and the tracks at West Genesee street and North Clinton street and Noxon 
street and North Salina street and to make the necessary overhead connec- 
tions for the operation thereover, the same to be done wnder the supervision 
of the Commissioner of Public Works. 


AND BE IT PURTHER ORDAINED, that the pavement to be laid by said 
Syracuse, Lakeshore & Northern Railroad Company on said street from North 
Salina street to North Clinton street shall be asphalt sheet pavement of stand- 
ard grade and quality, with brick or block between the rails of said tracks and 
not exceeding two feet outside of the outer rails thereof, the total distance he- 
tween the curbs as they are to be set on each side of said pavemertt will be 
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thirty-six feet, the work to be done under the direction of the Commissioner 
of Public Works and in accordance with plans and specifications prepared by 
the City Hngineer.

BE IT ORCGAINED that the ordinance adopted July 11, 1896, granting a : 
franchise to John 8. Kaufman and others, their successors and assigns, to con- 
struct and maintain a street surface railroad over and along certain streets of 
the City of Syracuse, and all ordinances supplementary thereto, be and the 
same hereby are amended by adding to paragraph 4 of the terms and conditions 
| of said ordinance the following: 


In case any portion of the tracks or roadbed of the railway company on 
Belden Avenne, between Maltbie and Sand Streets, shall in the judgment of the 
' Commissioner of Public Works, at any time within one year from August 11, 
1919, require renewal or reconstruction as a necessary incident to the railway 
strip (consisting of that portion of the street between its tracks and the rails 
\ of its traeks and the space two feet in width outside and adjoining the outside 
rails of its tracks) being: kept and maintained in pernianent repair. then the 
Commissioner of Public Works may serve notice in writing upon the railway 
company requiring the company to renew or reconstruct such portion of its 

‘ tracks or roadbed, 


Within twenty days of the service of such notice, the railway company shall 

notify the Commissioner of Public Works in writing whether it proposes to do 

/ all or any part of the work incident to such renewal or reconstruction. In case 
/ the railway company notifies the Commissioner of Public Works within such 
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period of twenty days that it will do all or any part of the work incident to 
such renewal or reconstruction, then the railway company shall haye thirty 
days within which to commence said work or such part thereof as it has elected 
to do, and before the expiration of said period of thirty days the railway com- 
pany shal] commence said work or part thereof and prosecute the same vigor 
ously to completion. In case the railway company fails to serve the written 
notice upon the Commissioner of Public Works, hereinbefore provided, or in 
case the railway company in such written notice states that it proposes to do 
only « part of the work, or in’ case the railway company haying notified the 
Commissioner of Public Works, as hereinbefore provided, that if, proposes to do 
all or a part of the work, fails to commence the same within the time above 
stipulated or fails to prosecute the same vigorously to completion, then and in 
either event the city shall have the right, power and authority to renew or re 
construct, by contract or otherwise, the roadbed or tracks specified in the afore- 
said written notice served upon the railway company or to do such part of the 
work incident thereto as the company has not elected to do witin the time above 
stipulated, or as the company has failed to prosecute vigorously to completion 
as the case may be, to charge the cost thereof at the contract price ta the rail 
way company and upon the letting of a contract to assess the estimated cost 
thereof against the railway company with the same force and eifect as though 
all of the legal proceedings necessary for the levying of other local assess- 
ments had been taken and had; and such assessments when levied shall be 
collected by the city and paid by the railway company in the same manner 
and subject to the same fees and penalties as other local assessments. 


Nothing contained in this amendment shall be constructed to modify or in 
any manner change any other provision of the franchise granted by the city to 
the railway company July 11, 1896. 


BE IT PURTHER ORDAINED that this ordinance shall become effective 
upon the filing with the City Clerk of the written acceptance of the terms hereot 
by the railway company signed and acknowledged by the duly authorized officers 
of the company and sealed with the seal.

WHEREAS, said Common Conncil has determined that consent shall be 
given to the construction, maintenance and operation of said railroad and of 
such switches, sidings, turnouts and turntables, crossovers and connections 
as shall be necessury for the convenient working of said railroad, and for the 
erection of the necessary poles and the stringing of the necessary wires and 
the construetion of the other necessary appliances so that the cars of said 
company may be moved by the means or power of electricity; therefore 


RESOLVED, that permission and consent be and the same ave hereby 
in all respects granted to the Syracuse & Surburban Railroad Company, its 
successors and assigns, during the period of its corporate existance, to con- 
struct, maintain and operate a street surface railroad with double track upon 
the surface of, through and along the following named streets and highways 
in said City of Syracuse, viz; Beginning at the junction of South Salina 
street and East Payette street, thence easterly through Wast Payette to the 
easterly line of said city. 


And permission and consent is also hereby given to said company to con- 
struct upon Said streets such switches, turnouts, turntables, crossovers, con- 
nactions and other equipments as may be necessary for the convenient work- 
ing of said road. Consent is also hereby given to said corporation to operate 
said railroad by means or motive power of electricity. And consent is also 
hereby given to said corporation to erect upon said streets and highways the 
necessary poles and to string the necessary wires and to construct the other 
necessary appliance so that the cars of said corporation may be moved by 
means or power of electricity.

Whereas, this Common Council did, on the 11th day of May, 1896, grant to 
the Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Company a franchise to construct, operate 
and maintain a double track street surface railroad in the City of Syracuse, 
N. ¥., along the following route: Beginning at the junction of South Salina 
street and Bast Fayette street, thence easterly through East Fayette sfreet to 
the City line of the City of Syracuse, and 


WIHERDAS, for some years past the Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Com- 
pany has, by virtue of said franchise, operated and maintained a double track 
street surface railroad on Bast Fayette street, beginning at the east line of 
Montgomery street on Bast Payette street; and 


WHERBAS, the Syracuse Rapid Transit Railway Company has for some 
years past, by virtue of a franchise, operated and maintained a double track 
street surface railway on Hast Payette street and running from Hast Fayette 
street into Montgomery street; and 


WHEREAS, the Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Company is desirous ot 
being authorized to connect its tracks on Hast Fayette street with the tracks 
of the Syracuse Rapid Transit Railway Company ai the intersection of Hast 
Fayette and Montgomery streets, and to erect the necessary poles and string 
the necessary wires and operate over said connection by means of electricity; 
and 


WHBREAS, the Syracuse Rapid Transit Railway Company is willing and 
desirous that said connection should be made, and 


WIHERBAS, the Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Company has filed here- 
with a map showing the exact location of the proposed connection, now 
therefore 


BE IT ORDAINED, that the said Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Company, 
its successors and assigns, be and it hereby is authorized and permitted to 
connect its tracks in Bust Fayette street at the intersection of Hast Payette 
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and Montgomery streets with the tracks of the Syracuse Rapid Transit Rail- 
way Company at the intersection of Hast Fayette and Montgomery streets and 
that the said Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Company, its successors and as- 
signs, be and hereby is authorized and permitted to erect the necessary poles, 
string the necessary wires and operate over said connection with electricity, 
the same to be done under the supervision of the Commissioner of Publia 
Works. 


AMENDED SYRACUSE & SUBURBAN FRANCHISE 
(August 11, 1919) 


BE IT ORDAINED that the ordinance adopted May 11, 1896, granied a 
franchise to Syracuse & Suburban Railroad Company and all ordinances sup- 
plementary thereto be and the same are hereby amended by adding to para- 
graph 4 of the terms and conditions of said ordinance the following: 


In case any portion of the tracks or roadbed of the railway company shall 
in the judgment of the Commissioner of Public Works require renewal or récon- 
struction as a necessary incident to the railway strip (consisting of that portion 
of the street between its tracks and the rails of its tracks and the space two 
feet in width outside and adjoining the outside rails of its tracks) being kept 
and maintained in permanent repair, then the Commissioner of Public Works 
may serve notice in writing upon the railway company, requiring the com- 
pany to renew or reconstruct such portion of its traeks or roadbed. 


Within twenty days of the service of such notice, the railway company shall 
notify the Commissioner of Public Works in writing whether it proposes to do 
all or any part of the work incident to such renewal or reconstruction. In 
case ithe railway company notifies the Commissioner of Public Works within 
such period of twenty days that it will do all or any part of the work incident 
to such renewal or reconstruction, then the railway company shall have thirty 
days within which to commence said work or such part thereof as it has elected 
to do, and before the expiration of said period of thirty days the railway com- 
pany shall commence said work or part thereof and prosecute the same vigor- 
ously to completion, Im case the railway company fails to serve the written 
notice upon the Commissioner of Public Works, hereinbefore provided, or in 
case the railway company in such written notice states that if proposes to do 
only a part of the work, or in case the railway company, having notified the 
Commissioner of Public Works, as hereinbefore provided, that it proposes to 
do. all or a part of the work, fails to commence the same within the time above 
stipulated or fails to prosecute the same vigorously to completion, then and in 
either event the city shall have the right, power and authority to renew or re- 
construct by contract or otherwise, the roadbeds or tracks specified in the atore- 
said written notice served upon the railway company or to do such part of the 
work incident thereto as the company has not elected to do within the time 
above stipulated or as the company has failed to commence within the time 
above stipulated, or as the company has failed to prosecute vigorously to 
completion as the case may be, to charge the cost thereof at the contract 
price to the railway company and upon the letting of a contract to assess’ the 
estimated cost thereof against the railway company with the same force 
and effect as though all of the legal proceedings necessary for the levying of 
other local assessments had been taken and had; and such assessment when 
leyied shall be collected by the city and jpaid by the railway company in the 
same manner and subject to the same fees and penalties as other local assess- 
ments. 
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Whenever the Common Council shall order the repaving of Hast Fayette 
Street from Grape Street to South Crouse Avenue the railway company coven- 4 
nants and agrees that it will pay the cost of widening the roadbed of Hast 
Fayette Street 1% feet on each jside between said streets, including the cost of 
paving, excavation and resetting curbing incident to such widening and pavy- 
ing upon and along said portion of Mast Fayette Street, and that the expense 4‘ 
thereof shall be paid by the company, its successors or assigns, upon demand, 
or at the option of the Common Council assessed upon and collected from the 
preperty of said company, its successons and assigns as other local assess- 
ments are made and collected. 


Nothing contained in this amendment shall be construed to modify or in 
any manner change any other provision of the franchise granted by the city 4 
to the railway company May 11th, 1596, except that the railway company upon 
acceptance of this amendment shall be released from any obligation to widen 
Hast Payette Street between Grape Street and South Crouse Avenue other j 
than is hereinbefore provided, . 


BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED that th's ordinance shall become effective 
upon the filing with the City Clerk of the written acceptance of the terms 
hereof by the railway company signed and acknowledged by the duly authorized 
officers of the company and sealed with the seal,

WHERBAS, the aforesaid notice has been duly given and the aforesaid 
disposition, namely: a sale at public auction to the highest bidder, has been 
had; and 
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WHERBAS, at such sale the Syracuse & Oneida Lake Blectric Railway 
Company was the highest bidder for such franchise and has duly complied 
with all the terms of sale prescribed in the notice of sale, and has duly paid 
the sum bidden by it for said franchise into the city treasury of the City of 
Syracuse, - 


RESOLYDD, that permission and consent be and they are hereby granted 
to the Syracuse & Oneida Lake Electric Railway Company, its successors and 
assigns, to construct, maintain and operate for the period of fifty years trom 
the date of this franchise a single or double track street surface railroad with 
the necessary turnouts, turntables, sidetracks and switches in, along and upon 
the routes and upon the streets and parts of streets following, viz: 


Beginning at the intersection of the center line of Center street in the 
City of Syracuse with the center line of Spring street and at the tracks of said

Onondaga street at the city line; thence along South Onondaga street tn 
Hamilton street; thenee along Hamilton street to Delaware street; and thence 
along Delaware street to the city line. This permission is granted upon the 
following conditions: 


First. The iron pipe so laid shall be properly cauked and sealed,

Fitth, The said company shall save and keep harmless the City of Syra- 
cuse from any and all claims from damage of every nature arising in any 
manner from the laying and*maintaining of said pipe under this permission.

WHEREAS, the Western Union Telegraph Company, a corporation duly 
organized, has made application in writing to this Common Council for permis- 
sion to construct a subway or conduit under and along Washington street 
from the westerly side of Franklin street to the tunnel of the New York Central 
& Hudson River Railroad Company in said city, and 


WHBPRBDAS, such application has been duly considered. 


RESOLVED, that permission and consent be and are hereby granted to the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, its successors and assigns, to erect, place, 
maintain and use, in, through and under Washington street from the westerly 
side of Franklin street to the tunnel of the New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad Company, in said city, necessary and suitable conduits, subways, poles, 
appliances and structures, with the necessary manholes, and house connections, 
and to place and maintain therein wires and cables necessary in the operation 
and conduct of the said telegraph company’s business, atid for no other purpose; 
such permission and consent, however, being granted upon and subject to each 
and all of the following conditions and limitations, namely: 


1, All materials used of any kind shall be suitable for the purpose, and 
of gcod and durable quality, and all the work shall be performed in a safe, 
thorough and substantial manner under the direction and subject to the 
eprroval of the Common Council or Commissioner of Public Works. 
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2. Before any new pole lines shall hereinafter be erected by said company 
within the city limits it shall file with the City Cerk notice of its intention, 
which notice shall state the route of said pole line, the exact location, height, 
aud dimensions of the poles, and of the contemplated number of wires to be 
strung thereon, and such poles shall not be erected thereafter until such notice 
shall be approved by the Commissioner of Public Works, or Common Council, 
and only such poles and wires as may from time to time be specified in such 
notice and so approved shall be erected by said company. 


3. All poles, wires, cables, conduits, subways, appliances, structures and 
erections of every kind in, upon or under any street, square or public place shall 
at all times be kept and maintained in a safe, suitable and substantial condition 
and in such good order and repair as shall be directed or approved by the 
Commissioner of Public Works or Common Council.

5. The said Company, its successors and assigns shall at all times save 
and keep harmless and fully indemnify the City of Syracuse, its officers and 
ugents, from any loss, liability or damage in any manner arising from the 
erection, maintenance or use other than by the City of Syracuse, of its poles, 
wires, cables, conduits, subways or other structures, or from any negligence, 
fault or misconduct on the part of said company, its officers, agents, servants 
and employees, or from any failure on its or their part to observe and comply 
with the conditions of this grant, and shall execute a’ bond for that purpose in 
(he penal sum of not exceeding five thousand dollars ($5,000) with two sueh 
sureties as shall be approved by the Common Council of said city. 


6. The poles, wires, cables, conduits, subways and other structures erected 
under this grant shall he used exclusively for the transaction of the telegraph 
and district messenger business of said company and the New York Central & 
Hndson River Railroad Company; and for no other purpose except by special 
permission of the Common Council. And said Company shall not let or Jease 
the use of such subway or conduit, or any part thereof, to any other person oF 
corporation except the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad Company, 
nor suffer the same to be used by such persons or corporations for hire or 
otherwise. 


7. Permission and authority is hereby granted, in consideration of rights 
and privileges he rein bestowed and granted, to said Western Union Telegraph) 
Company to construct and maintain a swhway or conduit under and along 
Washington street in the City of Syracuse between the north rail of the north 
track of the New York Central & Hudson River Railroad Company, and the 
north eurb line of the street, on a line to be established by the City Wngineer. 
and to such a grade as may be required, the top of the subway to be not less 
than two feet below the upper surface of the concrete foundation of the pave 
ment to be laid with necessary house connections therefrom; also branches or 
subsidiary ducts to points just beyond the north and south curb line at such 
intersecting streets as the Western Union Telegraph Company shall elect, 
provided such branches or ducts are constructed before the payement now con 
tracted to be laid in said Washington street shall be laid at such intersecting 
streets.

12. No pavement or gutters connected therewith shall be torn up, dug 
into or disturbed at any time without special permission of the Common Coun- 
cil, and the Common Council expressly reserves the right upon granting such 
permission an before any streets, pavement or gutters, asphalt or otherwise 
shall be disturbed, said company shall furnish a bond in the sum and with 
sureties to be fixed and approved by the Common Council conditioned for the 
immediate restoring of said street pavements and gutters to as good a condi- 
tion in all respects as they were in before being disturbed. 


13. Materials delivered upon the streets shall be required to be piled 
neatly on the front of the side walk and at least three feet from any fire 
hydrant, and in such manner as will preserve a passage way at least three 
feet on the line .of the sidewalk. 


14. Travel upon the street or upon any intersecting street or ally shall 
not be hindered or inconvenienced needlessly, nor shall the same be wholly 
obstructed without the permission of the Commissioner of Public works or 
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Common Council, in which case the Company shall cause plain and properly 
worded signs announcing such fact to be placed with proper barricade at the 
nearest cross street upon each side of such obstrueted portion and upon inter- 
secting streets where travel can pass around the same in the shortest and 
easiest way. Colored lights, and if required, night watchmen, are to be main- 
tained when necessary to prevent accident. 


15. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to confer wpon said com- 
pany, its successors or assigns, any exclusive franchise to use the streets and 
public places of the city, or any of them, for a subway, or for any other pur- 
pose, and all rights and privileges now herein specifically given are expressly 
reserved by the Common Council.

RESOLVED, that permission and consent is hereby granted to the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, their successors or assigns, to erect and maintain 
and extend its conduit along the east side of South Franklin street from 
West Washington to Wesi Fayette street, thence in and under and along the 
north side of West Fayette street to a point between Wyoming and Niagara 
streets, with the necessary manholes and house connections; and to place and 
muintain therein wires and cables necessary in the operation and conduct of 
said telegraph company’s business, subject to all the conditions and require- 
ments imposed upon them when their franchise for a subway was granted to 
them June 19th, 1893.

execuiors, administrators, successors and assigns and such individuals or cor- 
porations as may desire to use said subways or conduits or as may be fixed a 
hereinafter preseribed and for that purpose to enter upon such s treets, alleys 
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and public places and, as far as necessary, to dig up pavements and make ex- 
cavations therein, construct the necessary manholes and make the necessary 
house and other connections; such permission, however, to be granted upon 
and subject to the following conditions, limitations and definitions: 


1. For the sake of brevity the words “Hugene Hughes and others” shall

The word “duct” as used in this grant, is one of the spaces or pipes in the 
subway or conduit connecting one manhole with the other in which electric 
conductors are placed. 


The words “subway” and “conduit,” as used in this grant, are defined as 
a series of ducts, manholes, means of distribution and all apliances and ap- 
purlenances necessary to the operation and maintenance of electrical wires

2, All the material used of any kind shall be suitable for the purpose and 
of good and suitable quality, and all work shall be performed in a sate, 
thorough and substantial manner under the direction and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works. 


3. All duets, subways or other structures under or upon the surface of 
the ground shall be located and constructed at such poinis, upon such Jines

Franchise Granted 1888. Amended to Read as Follows on December 20, 1897. 


WHERBPAS, application was duly made to the Common Council of the City 
of Syracuse by the Syracuse Heat and Power Company for the right, franchise, 
permission and consent to lay pipes and mains in and through the streets, 
highways, avenues, alleys and public squares in the city of Syracuse, for the 
purpose of supplying transmitting heat, hot water, hot air, gas and power to 
public and private buildings for lighting, heating, domestic and mechanical 
purposes, as well as other pses for which heat, hot water, hot air, gas and 
power can or may be employed, and to make all necessary excavations in said 
streets, alleys and public squares as aforesaid, for the purpose of laying such 
mains and pipes and of making all necessary repairs and alterations therein as 
tnauy be required; and 


WHPREAS, such application has been duly considered by said Common 
Council of the City of Syracuse; 


RESOLVED, that the permission and consent of said City of Syracuse is 
hereby granted to the Syracuse Heat and Power Company, its successors or 
assigns, to lay pipes and mains in and through the streets, highways, avenues, 
alleys and public squares in said city for the purpose of transmitting and con- 
ducting steam, hot water, hot air, and gas, either natural or manufactured, to 
public and private buildings for light, heat, domestic and mechanical purposes, 
as well as for other uses for which light, heat and power can or may be em- 
ployed, and to make all necessary excayations in ‘said streets, highways, ave- 
nues, alleys and public squares as aforesaid, for the purpose of laying said 
pipes and mains and of making all necessary repairs and alterations therein, 
as may he required; that such permission and consent he granted only and 
always subject to each and all of the following conditions, namely: 


First. The pipes and mains to be laid by such corporation shall all be so 
placed or laid that the upper surface thereof shall be at least three feet below 
the surface of the ground, 


Second. In consideration of the privileges hereby granted such corpora- 
tion shall furnish the City of Syracuse, on all of the several streets, lames, 
alleys, public squares or other places in which its mains or pipes shall at any 
time be laid and in use, steam, gas, éither natural or manufactured, heat and 
power, whenever required during each and every year hereafter for all build- 
ings belonging to or used by the city or by any officer or department of the 
city government and for cleaning the streets, and for any use of the Fire De- 
partment, and for any use the city shall choose to apply it to, and provide the 
necessary connections therefor, at a price not exceeding seventy-five per cent 
of the most favorable price at which heat, hot water, hot air, gas, either nat- 
ral or manufactured, or power shall be furnished at the same time by such 
Corporation t oany private consumer; provided nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to require said city to take or use heat, hot water, hot air, 2s, 
either natural ov manutaectwr'ed, or power from such corporationfor any of its 
buildings. 


Third. Any and all pavements, sidewalks, crosswalks, curbstones, gutters, 
stveets, alleys and squares, or any portion of either, disturbed or displaced in 
laying, altering or repairing any such mains or pipes, or in any other manner 
by such corporation, shall be restored, replaced or repaired in a suitable, 
proper and sufficient manner without any unnecessary delay and to the apr 
proval of the Common Council or Commissioner of Public Works of the said 
city, and shall be maintained in as good condition as befora such disturbance 
or displacement for at least two years.

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Fourth. That such corporation, its suecessors or assigns, shall fully pro: 
tect, indemnify and save harmless said city of Syracuse of and from all claims, 
actions damages, costs, losses and expenses to be made, suffered oy incurred 
by reason of or arising in any manner from the permission hereby granted or 
from any excavation or other work in any of the streets, alleys or places dfore- 
said, at any time or for any purpose, or from the use and effects of steam, hot 
water, hot sir or gas, either natural or manufactured, in said pipes or mains 
after they are laid, or from any other cause or matter attributable wholly or 
partly to any acts or omissions on the part of such corporation, its successors, 
representatives, officers, agents or servants, 


ifth. That the Comomn Council or Commissioner of Public Works of 
said city shall have the right to prescribe at.any time what portion or por- 
tions of any streel or streets may be excavated or interfered with at any time 
und to direct at what and how many points the work shall be carried on; hut 
this provision shall not prevent the said company from laying, altering or re- 
pairing its mains or connections in at least one city block at any one time, 
That all mains and latern) pipes. connections and other uppliances for manu- 
facturing or supplying light, heat or power to public or private buildings shall 
be constructed, repaired, altered and maintained under the supervision snd 
direction of the Commissioner of Public Works of said cily and of such mate- 
rials, quality and weight as shall be approved by the Common Council or sneh 
officer. 


Sixth. That said city shall not be liable to such corporation, ita sue- 
cessors or assigns, for or by reason of any damage to its works, pipes or prop 
erty, whether the same arises from any negligence of any city officer or en 
ploye or from any want or repair to the streets, nor from damages from any, 
interruption of supplying steam, heat or power arising from any condition of 
oy accident in or any repairs to or improvement upon any of the streets of 
suid city, or from any causes whatsoever; and the said Common Council shall 
have power to temporarily shut off the transmission of steam, gas, hot air or 
hot water through any pipe or pipés or in any street whenever necessary for 
(he purpose of making, repairing or improving any street or public work. 


Seventh. That such corporation, its successors or assigns, shall at any 
time change the grade oy location of any of its pipes or mains in any street 
whenever a change of the grade in the street or other public use or improve: 
inent of the same by the city or under its authority shall, in the judgment of 
the Common Council, make such change of grade necessary or proper. 


Highth. That before laying any pipes or making any excayalions therefor 
such corporation shall execute and deliver to the City of Syracuse a good and 
sufficient bond, to be approved by the Common Council, in the penal sum af 
twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) as a continuing security, conditional 
that it will restore and maintain as above provided said streets, alleys, ave» 
nues, public squares, sidewalks, gulters and curbstones to as good condition 
as the same were in before they were interfered with or disturbed by suclr 
corporation to the satisfaction and approval of said Common Conneil or Com 
missioner of Public Works, ald also to indemnify and save the said cily harm- 
Jess against any loss or damage that may in any manner acerue to it in eon- 
sequence of the oparation of said company and laying the said pipes, either 
directly or indirectly, and also conditioned foy the faithful observance andi 
performance of all the stipulations and conditions herein contained. 


Ninth. That the said city of Syracuse reserves to itself! the right and 
power to grant ta any company now or hereafter orgunized similar privilege 
and franchise as granted herein. 


Tenth, So far as may be necessary and proper with a view to Securing 
safety and convenience of the public in the use of any of the streets of said 
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city, the Common Council shall haye the power to regulate and control the! 
operations of said company or of any company operating under this grant int 
all respects in any of said streets and public places as aforesaid; and for that 
purpose may at all reasonable times inspect or cause inspection of any and 
all machinery, pipes and appliances of said company or of any company operat- 
ing under this grant. 


Bleyenth, Whenever any of the streets or avenues of said city or any por- 
tion thereof are about to be paved or repaved said Common Council may direct 
said company to lay its pipes or mains in such streets, avenues or portions 
thereof at such time prior to such pavement or repavement as it shall deem 
desirable; any failure to comply with such directions, the right of such com- 
pany after such pavement or repavement to lay its pipes and mains in said 
streets, avenues or portions thereof shall cease and expire. 


Twelfth. Without the consent of the Common Council or Commissioner of 
Publie Works of said city no steam, hot water or hot air pipe or main shall be 
laid by suid company in any street within six feei of and paralle) with any 
water pipe or main in such street for a distance exceeding ten feet. 


Thirteenth. In any of the streets of said City of Syracuse where the said 
company now has mains laid and in use the said company shall not, without 
the consent of the Common Council or Commissioner of Public Works of said 
city, lay any additional mains for the purpose of transmitting or conducting 
gas therein. 


Pourteenth. Said company, its successors and assigns, shall within ninety 
days after being ordered so to do by the Common Council lay pipes In any 
streets, lanes, avenues, alleys or public places contiguous to streets, lanes, 
avenues, alleys or public places wherein other pipes of said company are then 
laid; provided, that in the opinion of the Common Council the amount of gas 
to be consumed by the property owners upon such portion of said streets, lanes, 
avenues, alleys or public places, who shall contract to use the same, will 
justify the laying of such pipes and the making of such connections. 


Witteenth. In consideration of the privileges herein granted such cor 
poration shall furnish to any person desiring the same in the City of Syracuse, 
on all of the several streets, lanes, alleys, avenues, public squares or other 
places in which its mains or pipes shall at any time be laid and in use, gas 
for heating or lighting, or both, at a price not ta exceed seventy-five cents per 
thousand feet of gas used for illuminating purposes and forty cents per 
thousand feet for gas used for heating purposes. 


Sixteenth. The said Syracuse Heat & Power Company shall pay into the 
city treasury of the City of Syracuse, for the use of said city, annually on the 
first day of January of each year, commencing January 1st, 1900, the sum of 
two per centum of the gross earnings of said company arising from the sale of 
natural or manufactured gas during the year immediately preceding such first 
day of January, and in case such payments be not made as above provided 
then the same may be recovered by the city in an action for that purpose, or, 
at the option of said city, this franchise and all rights and privileges granted 
thereunder may be declared null and yoid; and to enable the city and its 
officers to ascertain the amount of such gross earnings, the books of said com- 
pany shall at all reasonable times be open to the inspection of the proper 
officers of the city or such person or persons as may be designated by the 
Common Council from time to time to make an examination thereof for such 
purpose.

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TULLY PIPE LINE COMPANY 
May 13, 1889 


WHERBAS, application has been duly made to the Common Council of the 
Sity of Syracuse by the Tully Pipe Line Company for the sanction and con- 
sent of said Common Council for said Gompany to lay its pipes and mains in 
and through certain streets, highways and avenues of said city for the pur- 
pose of supplying and tvansmiting brine for manufacturing and mechanical 
purposes, and to make all necessary excavations in such streets, highways and 
avenues for the purpose of laying such pipes and mains and of making all 
necessary and proper repairs and alterations therein; and 


WHPRBAS, such application has been duly considered by the Common 
Council of the City of Syracuse; 


RESOLVHD, that the sanction and consent of the Common Council of the 
City of Syracuse.is hereby granted to the Tully Pipe Line Company to lay its 
Pipes and mains in and through the streets, highways and avenues of said 
city and parts thereof hereinafter designated for the purpose of supplying and 
transmitting brine to be used for manufacturing and mechanical purposes only, 
viz: Beginning in Cortland avenue at its intersection with the southerly line 
of the City of Syracuse, and running thence northwesterly and northerly along 
South Onondaga street (or Candee avenue )to Delaware street; thence north- 
westerly along Delaware street to Geddes street; and northerly along Geddes 
street to the log conduit connecting the Syracuse Pump House with the Geddes 
Pump House, about 1,600 feet north of Genesee street. 





Also beginning in Fayette street at its intersection with Geddes street 
and running thence northwesterly along Fayette streat to Syracuse street (now 
known as Furnace street); thence northwesterly along Syracuse street to 
Wilbur avenue; thence northwesterly along Wilbur avenue to Bridge street; 
thence northerly across Bridge street to Harbor street; thence westerly along 
Harbor street to Hmerson avenue; thence northwesterly along Hmerson avenue 
to Milton avenue; and thenee northwesterly along Milton ayenue to the 
westerly line of said city.

Line Company, its successors and assigns, shall be so placed and laid that the 
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upper surface thereof shall be at least two feet below the surface of the 
eyound, ard the same shall be located in such part of every street, highway 
or avente as shall be required by the City Engineer or such other officer as 
the Common Council may hereafter designate for the purpose, and the location 
thereot shall be changed to any other part of such street, highway or avenue 
as the Common Council may at any time require; and the same shall be sol 
laid and maintained as not to in any manner interfere with any sewer, water 
main, gas pipe, drain or other pipe or conduit authorized to be within such 
street by the Common Council, 


Third, That the Tully Pipe Line Company, its successors and assigns, 
shall fully protect’ indemnify and save harmless said City of Syracuse and the 
inhabitants thereof of and from all claims, actions, damages, costs, losses and 
expenses to be made, suffered or incurred by reason of or arising in any mal- 
ner from the permission thereby granted; and from any excavation or other 
work in any of the streets, highways or avenues aforesaid, made or done by 
said company at any time or for any purpose; and from the use and effects 
of said brine in said pipes and mains after laying of the same, and from any 
other matter or cause attributable wholly or partly to any acts or omissions 
on the part of said corporation, its successors, assigns, representatives, officer's, 
iigents or servants, 


Fourth. That the Common Council of said city shall have the right Lo 


prescribe at any time what portion or portions of any street or streets muy 


be excavated or interfered with at any time, and to direct at what and how 
many points the work shall be carried on; and all pipes and mains for tle 
transmission of such brine within any such streets, avenues and highways 
shall be construeted, repaired, altered and mainained under the supervision 
and direction of the City Mngineer of said city, or other officer to be designated 
by the Common Council, in such manner and of such materials, quality and 
weight as shall be approyed by the Common Council or such officer.

Seventh. That no use of this permission shall be made by such corpora- 
tion, its suecessors oY assigns, except for the purposes herein mentioned; that 
the work hereby authorized shall be promptly commenced and diligently 
prosecuted to completion within one year, or the sanction and consent hereby 
eranted shall become void at the election of the Common Council, The said 
Common Council reserves to itself and to the City of Syracuse the right and

granted hereby. Neither this grant nor any rights or privileges conferredl 
thereby shall be sold, assigned, or in any manner iransferred to any other 
person, company, association or corporation without the consent by resolution 
of the Common Couneil of said city. 


Highth, So far as may be necessary and proper in order to secure the; 
salety and convenience of the public in the use of any of said streets, high- 
Ways or avenues, the Common Council shall at all times have the power to!

ing under this grant in all respects in any of said streets, highways and 
avenues aforesaid; and for that purpose may at all reasonable times inspect 
or cause inspection of any and all machinery, pipes and appliances of said 
G¢ompany or any company operating under this grant.

BE IT ORDAINED, that the ordinance presented to the Common Council 
on December 21st, 1908, for permission and consent to Syracuse Cold Storage 
und Warehouse Company to construct and maintain a line of two brine pipes 
and a steam pipe in Tracy street and West street of the city b eand the same 
hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 


BE IT ORDAINED, that permission and consent be and the same is hereby 
granted to Syracuse Cold Storage Company to lay, construct and maintain 
a line of two brine pipes and a steam pipe line along the south side of Tracy 
street from a point about 200 feet west of West. street to West street, thence 
northerly along West street across the railroad track and thence along the 
railroad track to a point in the south line of the property of the Syracuse 
Cold Storage Company east of West street, The location of said lines of pipe 
is lo be approved by the City Engineer. The said brine pipes and steam pipe 
shall be laid in one trench in the relative position shown in the accompanying 
blue print and the construction and insulations are to be in accordance with 
the said blue print and the description marked thereon. 


The said pipes shall be so located and the work shall be so done as not 
(o interfere with other structures in the streels at such location. All paye- 
ment curb stones and other accessories disturbed in the course of executing 
the work shall be replaced in as good condition as found, and all repairs 
thereto which may subsequently become necessary because of settlement of 
the trench or for repairs to the said pipe lines shall be made at said eoma 
pany'’s expense upon dematid of the Commissioner of Public Works. 


All the work done under this permission and consent shall be subject to

company shall remove said lines of pipe whenever the Common Council shall 
by ordinance so direct, upon ten days’ notice thereof to said company.

to pay by reason of the construction and muintenance of said pipe lines in!

with any of the conditions herein contained, and especially by reason of its 
failure or neglect to construct and maintain properly said lines of pipe and 
keep the same and the portions of said streets occupied by them in proper and 
suitable repair, which bond shall be approved by the Corporation Counsel of 
the city and as to the sufficiency of the sureties thereof by the Mayor,

this Common Council to construct a subway from the basement of its build- 
ing now being constructed on the east side of South Salina street, between 
Jefferson street and Wast Onondaga street to connect with the basement of 
the Peck-Warner Building, located on the westerly side of South Salina street 
between the aforesaid mentioned cross streets, the owners of the Union Realty 
Buildings being interested in the Peck-Warner Building; and the petitioner 
having submitted a map and plan with the aforesaid petition.

GAS AND ELECTRICITY 


CONTRACT WITH GAS COMPANY 
1849 


THIS AGREBMPNT made this 28th day of February A. D., 1849 between 
the Mayor and Common Council of the City of Syracuse, party of the first 
part, and the Gas Light Company of Syracuse of the second part, WIT- 
NESSETH as follows, to wit: :

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The said Mayor and Common Couneil in consideration of the faithful ob- 
servance and performance on the part of the said Gas Light Company of the 
covenants and agreements hereinafter contained to be observed and per 
tormed by said company on its part, do hereby, in pursuance of the pro- 
visions of the Bighteenth section of an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
New York entitled An Act to anthorize the formation of Gas Light Companies, 
passed February 16th A. D., 1849, authorize and empower said company ~to 4 
erect all necessary buildings, to lay conductors for conducting gas, throngh 
the streets, lanes, alleys and squares of said city, and to maintain the same 
during the continuance of said company. And in consideration as above, the 
said Mayor and Gommon Council in accordance with the further provisions of 
the said Bighteenth Section of the Act above mentioned, do hereby exempt 

- said company from taxation on all their personal property for anti during the 
period of three years from the organization of said company, aD: 


And the said Gas Light Company for and in consideration of the grants 
and provisions and exemptions above specified, do hereby covenant and agree 
to and with the said Mayor and Common Council that they will erect and 
maintain gas works in said eity after the plan and in all respects equal to and 
of the capacity of the gas light works now erected in the City of Rochester, 
or an improvement upon the same; and the said company agree that in lay- i

pany using coal for the manufacture of gas in the State; and the said com- 
q pany further agree that a majority of the Directors of said company shall at 
all times be chosen trom and composed of the residents of said City of 
¥ Syracuse, j 


And it is further mutually agreed that the said Mayor and Common Council 
shall furnish all the lamp posts, lamps and burners which are to be supplied 
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with gas by said company for said city. The said Mayor and Common Council 
having the right to decide what lights they will have upon the lines of pipes 
of said company in any of the streets, lanes, alleys, public buildings and 
squares of said city, and the lights to-he lighted and extinguished at such 
time or times as said Common Council may direct. 


And it is further mutually agreed between the parties hereto that the said 
Mayor and Common Council shall have the right and power at any time after 
the expiration of twenty-five years from the date hereof to re-enter and take 
possession of and hold to the use of said city, said works and all the ap- 
purtenances of every name and nature thereto belonging or in any way apper- 
taining and that the property of said company in said gas works shall rest 
absolutely in said city on payment by them to the said company the original 
cost of the same, and upon the payment of said sum to the said company by 
the said Common Council, said company hereby covenant and agree to execute 
to the said Mayor and Common Council good and sufficient deed or deeds to 
convey the feé of said property to the said City of Syracuse. 


And it is further agreed that if the said company shall violate for thirty 
days this contract after notice from the Common Council then the said Com- 
mon Council may enter upon and take possession of the said gas works as 
fully and upon the same terms as are above provided, after the expiration of 
twenty-five years.

GAS LIGHT CO. OF SYRACUSE TRANSFER FRANCHISE TO SYRACUSE 
GAS COMPANY 


DECEMBER 16, 1895 


RESOLVED, that the City of Syracuse approves the proposed conveyance 
and transfer to the Syracuse Gas Company of all the franchises, privileges and 
rights, heretofore conferred by said City upon the Gas Light Company of 
Syracuse, and upon the completion of such conveyance and transfer the City 
of Syracuse hereby confers upon and grants to the Syracuse Gas Company, 
during its continuance, the same franchises, rights and privileges of every 
kind heretofore by said city conferred upon or granted to the Gas Light Com- 
pany of Syracuse, but subject to all the covenants and conditions now limit- 
ing the same and also to the following conditions, namely: 
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First. No sewer, gas pipe, water pipe or drain shall be in any way tapped 


or interferred with by the said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors or 


assigns. 


Second. No asphalt or other pavement or gutter connected therewith 
shall be torn up or in any manner disturbed, except with the express permis- 
sion of the Common Council or Commissioner of Public Works, and said 
Common Council expressly reseryes the right to itself and to said commis- 
sioner, upon granting such permission and before any pavements or gutters 
shall be disturbed, to require said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors or 
assigns, to furnish a bond in the sum and with sureties ‘to be fixed and ap- 
proved by the Common Council, or by the Commissioner in case permission 
is granted by him, conditioned for the immediate restoration of said pave- 
ments and gutters to as good condition in all respects as they were in before 
being disturbed. 


Third, The said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors and assigns, shall 
protect, indemnify and saye harmless said City of Syracuse of and from all 
claims, damages, costs, losses and expenses, and of and from all claims and 
demands of every kind and natwre whatsoever to be made, suffered or in- 
curred by reason of or arising in any manner from the permission hereby 
granted; or from any excavation or other work in any of the streets, alleys 
or places aforesaid at any time or for any purpose; or [rom any cause or 
matter whatsoever attributable wholly or partly to any acts or omissions on 
the part of d Syracuse Gas Company, its agents, servants. officers, sue- 
cessors or assigns. 





Fourth. The said City of Syracuse shall not be liable to said Syracuse 
Gas Company, its suceessors or assigns, for or by reason of any damage to 
its works, pipes or property, whether the same arises from any negligence of 
any city officer or employee or trom any want of repairs to the streets; nor 
for any damage from any interruption of supplying light, heat or power aris- 
ing from any condition of or accident in, or any repair to, or improvement upon 
any of the streets of said city, or from any cause whatsoever, and the said 
Gommen Council shall have the power to temporarily shut off the trans- 
mission of gas through any pipe or pipes or in any street whenever necessary 
for the purpose of making, repairing or improving any street or public work. 


Fitth, The said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors and assigns, shall 
at any time change the grade or location of any of its or their pipes or mains 
in, any street whenever a change in the grade in the street or other public 
use or improvement of the same by the city or under its authority shall in 
the judgment of the Common Council make such change of grade or location 
necessary or proper.

GAS AND ELECTRICITY ACT 
Chapter 457 
AN ACT in relation to gas and electricity, in the City of Syracuse. 
Became a law June 10, 1907, with the approval of the Governor, 


Passed, three-fifths being present. 


Accepted by the City. 


The people of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 








—— 
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Section 1. GOMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC SAFETY.—The Commissioner 
of Public Salety of the City of Syracuse shall, in addition to his other powers 
and duties, hava the jurisdiction, power and authority conferred and be 
charged with the performance of the duties imposed by the provisions of this 
act in relation to gas and electricity {urnished or supplied for light, heat or 
power within ‘the city. He may appoint, to assist in earrying ont the pro- 
visions of this act, such snbordinates as may be prescribed by the Board of 
fstimate and Apportionment, who shall receive such salaries or compensa- 
tion as shall be fixed and determined by said board. Such subordinates shall 
be deemed to be city officers of said city and shall be subject to all the pro- 
visions of law applicable ta such city officers. The term “commissioner” 
whenever nsed im this act shall mean the Commissioner of Public Safety of 
the City of Syracuse. 


Section 2, POWBRS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSIONER,.—The 
Commissioner shall: 


(1) Have cognizance, authority, jurisdiction, supervision and control: 
Of the lighting of the streets, highways, parks, parkways, sidewalks and public 
pluces within the city, and of all buildings and portions thereof owned or 
used by the city; of the enforcement and performance of any and all con- 
tracts and agreements relating to city lighting; of the number, selection, loca- 
tion and removal of eity lights; and of the construction, care and maintenance 
of any and all property of the city used for or in connection with city lighting. 

(2) Have power and authority: To investigate, test, examine and ascer- 
tnin, from time to time, the pressure, illuminating power and purity of gas 
and the voltage, amperage, regulation and utiliazation of electric current or 
energy furnished or supplied for light, heat or power within the city; to in- 
vestigate, examine, inspect, test, prove and ascertain the accuracy of meters 
oy other devices used for measuring, ascertaining or determining the quantity 
vf gas or amount of electrical energy furnished or supplied for light, heat or 
power within the city, provided, however, that no meter shall be disconnected 
or tested or the seal thereon broken except apon reasonable notice to the 
owner thereof, and an opportunity afforded for such owner or a representative 
of such owner to be present when such disconnection or fest is made or seal 
broken; to investigate and examine the ways and works, devices, agencies and 
systems used and methods employed in the manufacture, distribution, utiliza- 
ifon and transmission of gas and electric current or energy for light, heat or 
power within the city. 


(3 Have power and authority to institute and maintain all actions and 
proceedings necessary or proper; to enforce the provisions of this act, the 
atarutes of the State and the ordinances of the common council relating to 
zas and electricity within the city; to secure the performance of any contract 
or agreement with {he city for furnishing oy supplying it with gas or elec 
trieity; and to efiforee the orders, rules and regulations of the State Commis- 
sion of Gas and Blectricity, or other state board or commission exercising like 
powers or functions within the state, relating to gas and electricity within the 
city, wlien so directed by such state, hoard or commission, 


(4) Make to the Mayor and Common Council of the city anil the State 
Commission of Gas & Blectricity or other board or commission exercising like 
powers or functions within the state, an annual report eontaining (1) the 
result of all examinations, investigations and tests conducted by the depart 
ment; (2) such facts and explanations as will disclose the methods employed 
in the manufacture, sale and distribution of gas and electricity for light, heat 
or power within the city; (3) suggestions and recommendations as to the bet- 
ley protection of the public interests, health and property in the transaction 
of such: business. 
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(5) Establish rules and regulations for the government of the business 
of the department, its officers and subordinates, in the exercise of the powers 
and duties within their jurisdiction, 


(6) Have power and authority to incur such expenditures for experts or 
otherwise, as, in his discretion, he may deem advisable, within the appro- 
priation made for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act and 
available for the payment of the expenses thereof. 


Section 3. PRICE OF GAS,—No corporation, association, co-parinership 
or person, engaged in the business of manufacturing, furnishing or selling 
illuminating or fuel gas shall charge for gas manufactured, furnished or sold 
within the city more than ninety-five Gents per one thousand feet, 


Section 4. ILLUMINATING POWBR OF GAS.—The gas furnished or sup- 
plied by any such corporation, association, co-partnership or person shall ‘have 
illuminating power as follows: if a coal gas, at least sixteen candles; if a 
mixed coal and water gas, at least eighteen candles, and if a carburetted 
Water gas, at least twenty candles. A candle shall mean a sperm candle, six 
to a pound, burning at the rate of one hundred and twenty grains of spermaceti 
per hour, The test for illuminating power shall be made with gas obtained 
from a service pipe or main located at a distance of not less than one mile 
nor more than one and one-half miles from any distributing holder, using, tor 
coal gas and mixed coal and water gas containing more than filty per céntum 
of coal gas, an fF, Argand Burner, and for mixed coal and water gas contain- 
ing fifty per centum and less of coal gas and for carburetted water gas a 
number seven slit union Bray burner, on a basis of consumption of five cubic 
feet of gas per hour. 


Section 5. PURITY OF GAS.—The gas furnished or supplied by any such 
corporation, association, co-partnership or person through a distributing or 
supply system shall be free from sulphuretted hydrogen, to be determined by 
exposing for thirty seconds a’ slip of white paper saturated with acetate of 
lead to a jet of gas flowing about five feet per hour, and each one hundred 
cubie feet shall not contain more than ten grains of ammonia nor twenty 
grains of sulphur, 


Section 6. PRESSURE OF GAS—The minimum pressure of gas so fur- 
nished or supplied which shall be permitted in any service main in the city 
shall be sufficient to balance a column of water one and one-half inches in 
height, The maximum pressure therein allowed shall be an amount sufficient 
to balance a column of water three and three-fourths inches in height, plus an 
allowance at the rate of one inch for variation of each one hundred feet of 
increase in altitude in the distributing system between the holder and the 
point of consumption, except that no maximum pressure vis prescribed in 
service mains the pressure of gas from which is regulated by service goy- 
ernors, supplied and maintained without charge to consumers. 


Section 7, PRICE AND VOLUME OF ILLUMINATION OF BHLECTRIC 
ARC STREET LAMPS.—No such corporation, association, ¢o-partnership or 
person shall charge or receive from the city more than sixty-eight dollars per 
lamp per year for electric street are lamps, together with proper inspection 
and necessary service for care and maintenance. Such lamps shall bury every 
night from dark to dawn, with a total burning of four thousand hours per 
lamp per year. Hach eleptric are lamp used for street lighting purposes within

Section §& PRICH OF INCANDESCENT LIGHTING.—No such corpora- 
tion, association, co-partnership or person shall charge or receive for electric 
current or energy sold or furnished within the said city for residential or 
commercial lighting more than nine cents per kilowatt hour of current or 
energy actually consumed, prior to October Ist, nineteen hundred and seven, 
and eight cents thereafter, including the furnishing of free lamp renewals for 
incandescent lighting, of the efficiency prescribed herein, to each consumer, 
upon request, whenever the initial candle power of a lamp has been reduced 
by service to lass than eighty per centum of its rated initial candle power, 
provided, however, that a minimum charge not exceeding one dollar per 
month may be made for incandescent lighting service, bul no charge shall be 
made for the placing or furnishing of any meter, 


Section 9. INCANDESCENT LAMPS AND TLLUMINATION.—Hach elec- 
tric incandescent lamp sold or furnished by any such corporation, association, 
co-parinership or person to a consumer shall haye an initial efficiency such 
that the rate of consumption of energy shall be not more than three and one- 
half watts per mean horizontal candle power and each such lamp shall have 
marked thereon the voltage required to bring the lamp to its rated mean 
horizontal candle power. No incandescent lamp shall be sold or furnished to 
a consumer for his use, which shall require a voltage to bring it to its rated 
mean horizontal candle power than shall yary more than two per centum 
from the normal voltage maintained upon the supply cireuit on which any 
such lamp is to be used and the voltage at any service cut out on any cirenuit 
on which any such lamp is to be used shall not have an ayerage variation of 
more than two per centum below nor more than six per centum above the 
normal voltage of such circuit. 


Section 10, METERS.—No such corporation, association, co-partnership 
or person shall permit a gas or electric meter to remain in service or to be 
used for measuring the supply of gas or electricity furnished a consumer that 
shall, upon test, show four or more per centum fast on a load equal or exceed- 
ing one-half but not exceeding the full rated capacity of such meter. 


Section 11. TESTS.—The gas manufactured, furnished or sold within the 
city shall be tested in a suitable manner and by proper apparatus under the 
direction and superyision of the commissioner, wheneyer he shall direct, pro- 
vided, however, that tests for illuminating power shall be made at Jeast 
weekly; for purity, at least’ fifteen times a year; and for pressure, daily, Any 
sueh corporation, association, co-partnership or person, shall maintain in each 
series circuit supplying an electric are street lamp a recording ammeter, ap- 
proved by the commissioner, giving continuous readings which shall show 4 
correct record of the daily ampere supply to such cirenit, also, in each in- 
candescent feeder circuit a recording volt meter, to be approved by the com- 
missioner, which shall show a correct record of the daily voltage maintained 
on such circuit; all records of the series circuit ammeters shall be filed daily

methods used or approved by the state commission of gas and electricity or 
other board or commission exercising like powers. or functions within the 
state. Upon ‘the completion of amy fest it shall he the duty of the commis- 
sioner to forthwith mail io any such corporation, association, co-partnership 
o} person a statement specifying the place where such test was made and 
the result. thereof. 
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Section 12. STREET LIGHTING CONTRACTS.—No proposal shall be 
advertised for or contract entered into by the city for street lighting until such 
proposal and contract shall have been first submitted to and approved as to 
terms, conditions and form by the commissioner, Bach such contract for street 
lighting by electric are lamps shall provide that each street are lamp shall 
furnish the yolume of illumination hereinbefore specified to be furnished by 
street are lamps, and shall also specify the kind of system to be employed, 
the amperes of current on each street circuit and the voltage at each lamp to 
he maintained and the kind or type of lamp to be installed and used. It shall 
also provide that if the recording ammeters in any street are circuit show an 
average variation of more than one-eighth of an ampere below the amperage 
Specified in the contract during any night, such record shall be deemed io 
be a failure to supply the volume of illumination required and that there shall 
thereupon become forfeited and be deducted from the contract price fhe sum 
of twenty-five dollars for each such failure. It shall also provide that a fixed 
Sum, not less than fifty cents per lamp, shall be forfeited and deducted trom 
the contract price each time any street lamp shall remain unlighted for a 
period of one hour pr more between dark and dawn. 





Section 14, MAPS TO BR FILED.—Any such corporation, association, ¢o- 
partnership) or person shall, within ninety days after this act takes effect, or, 
if not now engaged in such business, within ninety days alter the commence- 
ment thereof, file with the commissioner a map or maps of the street of the 
city on which shall be delineated in detail (1) the location and size of all gas 
mains and electric conduits used as a part of or in connection with a gas or 
electrie distributing system, (2) the location of all lamps furnished or sup- 
pled tor street lighting purposes, (8) the size and location of all subways or 
underground cendnits, including manholes, used as a part of or in connection 
with an electric service system. Such map or maps shall be in the form pre- 
scribed by the commissioner and shall be amended or supplemented quarterly 
80 aS lo conform to the conditions and systems existing on such dates. 


Section 14. INTERFERENCE WITH OFPICERS.—No corporation, asso- 
ciation, co-partnership or person shall in any manner hinder, delay, obstruct. 
or interfere with the commissioner or any subordinate, employee or agent in 
the performance of his duties. 


Section 15. PHNALTIES.—Any corporation, association, co-partnership or 
person engaysed in furnishing or Supplying gas or electricity in said city, tor 
any violation or non-compliance with the provisions of this act, or non-com- 
Pliance with any order or direetion of the commissioner, authorized by this 
act, shall be subject to and shall forfeit and pay the following penalties: 

1. For each violation of or non-compliance with any of the provisions, re- 
lating to the illuminating or candle power of gas, determined upon an ayerage 
taken of three successive fests made not oftener than once per day,

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5. For each violation of or non-compliance with any of the provisions 
relating to electric incandescent lamps or regulation of incandescent lighting 
system, twenty-five dollars; 


6. For each violation of or non-compliance with the provisions relating 
to accuracy of gas and electric meters, twenty-five dollars; 


7. For each violation of or non-compliance with any other provision of 
this act, fifty dollars, 


Only one penalty shall be imposed upon any one corporation, association, 
co-partnership or person for yiolations of the same kind occurring any one 
calendar flay, No penalty shall be imposed for a violation of or non-compliance 
with any of the provisions of this act due solely to fire, lightning, earthquake 
or other unusual or extraordinary occurrence during such period only as by 
reason thereof said provisions cannot be reasonably complied with. All 
penalties imposed under the provisions of this act shall be recovered in civil 
actions to be brought by the commissioner in the name of the City of Syracuse, 
and when recovered, shall be the property of the city. Im any such action,

WHEREAS, the Onondaga Electrical Company, a corporation organized 
under the laws of this state, has made application in writing to this Common 
Couneil for permission to use the streets and public places of the city so far 
as may be necessary fer the construction and operation of a suitable plant 
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for furnishing the city and its inhabitants with electric light and power, and 
WHEREAS, such application has been duly considered, 


RESOLVED, that permission and consent be and they are hereby granted 
to the Onondaga Wlectrical Company, its successors and assigns, to erect, 
place, maintain and use in, through, upon and under the streets, squares and 
public places of the City of. Syracuse, except as hereinafter provided, the 
necessary poles, cables, wires, conduits, subways, appliances and structures 
for a suitable and adequate plant to distribute and furnish electricity for 
light and illuminating purposes, both public and private, and tor power; such 
permission and consent, however, being granted upon and subject to each 
and all of the following conditions and limitations, viz: 


1. All the materials used of any kind shall be suitable for the pur 
pose, and of good and durable quality, and all the work shall be performed in 
a safe, thorough and substantial manner under the direction and subject to 
the approyal of the Gommissioner of Public Works or the Common Council. 


2. (Before any pole shall be erected said company shall file with the 
city clerk notice that if intends to erect the same, which notice shall state the 
exact location at which it is intended to place said pole, the height above the 
round, its dimensions, the number of wires intended to be suspended thereon, 
their height and the sort of wire, and such pole shall not be erected thereafter 
until such notice shall be approved by the Commissioner of Public Works or 
(Common Council; only such poles and wires as may from time to time be 
specified in such notices, and so approved, shall be erected by said company. 


8. Said company shall not erect poles in localities, or upon lines where 
poles have already been erected by othrs, unless such others refuse to per- 
mit said company to use said poles, in which case said company shall with 
notice of intent hereinbefore required state the facts with reference to its 
request and the refusal to use such other poles, 


In all cases where the right of use of poles heretofore erected has been 
reserved by the Common Council for other persons or corporations, the said 
company shall use such poles, and in case the owner or owners thereof and 
said company shall not be able to agree upon the compensation to be paid for 
such use, the amount of such compensation shall be determined by the Com- 
mon Council. 


4, All poles, wires, cables, conduits, subways, appliances, structures 
and erections of every kind in, upon or under any street, square or public 
place Shall at all times be kept and maintained in a safe, suitable and sub- 
stantial condition and in such good order and repair as shall be directed or 
approved by the Commissioner of Public Works. 


5. All poles at any time used, unless made of iron or steel, shall be 
of first quality pine or cedar, erected and maintained in each case at such 
points as shall least obstruct the streets or interfere with their usefullness, 
and suitably placed in every instance with reference to existing poles or other 
structures now standing in any of the public highways. 


6. Unless specially authorized by the Common Council all poles erected 
under this grant shall be at least one hundred feet apart, except where 
necessary to support any carry cables and wires around the corners of 
streets, and the Common Council expressly reserves the right to designate 
the precise location of poles and other structures on any street or part off 
street, and to require any pole or other structure which may be erected to be 
moved or changed in position or location whenever in their judgment any 
public or private interest requires sueh change to be made. 
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7. All poles shall be safely and firmly erected, properly shaped and 
finished, and painted such color or colors as shall be directed or approved Tiy 
the Common Covwncil, 


8. All wires and cables not put underground as hereinatter provided 
shall be placed and maintained at a safe and snitable distance from the 
ground, and the Common Council expressly reseryes the right to designate 
and prescribe the height above the ground at which wires or cables shall be 
placed in any street; and to require any wire or cable to be raised or lowered 
at any place wheneyer such change in position shall be deemed necessary. 


9. The Common Council reserves the right to require said company, 
its Suecessors and assigns, to remove its poles from the sireets and place its 
wires and cables under ground at any time provided any and all other electric 
light and power companies shall at the same time and in the same manner 
be required to remove their poles and place their wires anderground. 


10. The City of Syracuse and the Fre and Police departments there- 
ol, shall have the right and privilege at all times to freely use the poles of 
said company to support and carry wires of the firm alarm telegraph, and of 
the police signal call system, without cost, charge or expense to the city or 
any department thereof, and all poles of the company shall be suitable and 
sufficient for such service. 


11. The said company shall also permit and allow any street railway 
company fo use all or any of its poles for supporting the wires necessary to 
operate its railroad by electricity on the “Overhead” system so called by 
paying a just and fair compensation therefor. 


12. The poles, wires, cables, conduits, subways and other structures 
erected under this grant, shall be used only for distributing electric light and 
power and for no other purpose except by special permission of ihe Common 
Council, but the Common Council may grant to others the right to use the 
poles erected by said company consistent with the reasonable use of said 
poles, to be determined by the Common Council, for such purposes as to said 
Common Council may deem proper, upon the condition that such other or 
others shall pay to the said company such proportion of the value of said 
poles at the time as shall be just, and in case of failure of said company and 
the persons or corporations wishing to use said poles to agree on the com- 
pensation to be paid, said compensation shall be fixed by a commission, of 
three persons to be appointed by the General Term of the Fourth Depart. 
ment, 


13, The said company, its suecessors and assigns, shall at all times 
save and keep harmless and fully indemnify the City of Syracuse, its officers 
and agents, from any and all loss, liability or damage in any manner arising 
from the erection, maintenance or use of its poles, wires, cables, conduits, sub- 
ways and other structures, or from any negligence, fault or miscondunit on the 
part of said company, its officers, agents, servants and employees, or from any 
failure on its or their part to observe and comply with the conditions of this 
grant, and shall execute a bond for that purpose in such penal sum and with 
such sureties as shall be directed or approved by the Common Council, 


14. Whenever the Common Council shall order, as specified in see 
tion 8, the wires, cables and distribntiing appliances of said company shall 
be placed, kept, and maintained in suitable conduits or subways at a proper 
distance below the surface of the ground, and no poles, overhead wires, cables 
or other structures shall be erected or maintained above the surface of the 
ground in, through or npon any streets, squares or public places where such 
wires are directed to be placed underground except as hereinafter provided. 
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15. In the streets and parts of streets, squares and public places 
where said company may he directed to place its wires underground the said 
company shall be permitted to erect, maintain and use, undermthe provisions of 
this grant applicable thereto, such number of poles, with the arms and ap- 
purtenances thereto, as shall be necessary for lighting the same with electric 
lights in connection with such subway or conduit system; which poles, how- 
aver, shall be of the best quality and shall not in number exceed one at each 
intersection of said streets, unless specially authorized by the Common Council, 
each such pole to be located at or near such corner as shall be directed or 
approved hy the Common Council, 


16. Only one line of conduit or subway shall be laid in any one of 
such streets, and such line shall he on one side of the street only, and just 
outside of the gutter except at the crossings of intersecting streets; and no 
sewer, gas pipe or water pipe shall be disturbed, injured or interfered with. 

17. All conduits, subways and other struetures under the surface of 
ihe ground shall be sufficient for the purpose and constructed by the said 
company in a thorough, substantial and workmanlike manner, and under the 
direction, supervision and control of, and located wherever directed by the 
Commissioner of Public Works or the Gommon Council and in such construc- 
tion no sewer, gas pipe or water pipe shall be disturbed or interfered with, 


18. In the construction of such conduits and subways not more than 
two blocks of pavement shall be disturbed at any one time; the work 
shall be done with the utmost reasonable promptness and dispatch at each 
points the pavement restored to as good condition in all respects as it was 
before being disturbed, and all dirt, refuse and unused material immediately 
remoyed, 


19. No asphalt pavement or gutters connected therewith shal) be torn 
up, dug into or disturbed at any time without special permission of the 
Common Council, and the Common Council expressly reserves the right upon 
*’ranting such permission and before any streets, pavement or other asphalt 
or sandstone block be disturbed said company shall furnish a bond in the sum 
and with sureties to be fixed and approved by the Common Council conditioned 
lor the immediate restoration of said streets, pavements and gutters to as 
wood a condition in all respects as they were in before they were disturbed. 


20. Said company shall proceed without delay and with all reasonable 
energy and dispatch to construct and equip a suitable and adequate elec- 
tvic plant for light and power in and for the City of Syracuse and its 
inhabitants, and in ease it fails so to proceed on or before the first day of 
January, 1892, this erant and all rights conferred thereby shall cease ind he- 
come void and of no effect. 


21, Materials delivered npon the streets shall be required to be piled 
néatly on the front of the sidewalk not within three feet of any fire hydrant, 
and in such manner as will preserve a passageway of at least three feet on 
the line of the sidewalk. 


22, Travel upon the street or upon any intersecting sireet or alley 
shall not be hindered or inconvenienced needlessly, nor shall the same 
be wholly obstructed without the permission of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, in which case the company shall cause plain and properly worded 
signs announcing such fact to be placed with proper barricades at the nearest 
wross street upon each side of such obstructed portion and upon intersecting 
streets where travel can pass around the same in the shortest and easiest 
way, Colored lights, and if required night watchmen, are to be maintained 
when necessary to prevent accident. 
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223. The said company agrees to furnish at its own expense a fire 
patrol with necessary implements, whose duty it shall be to attend all 
fires which shall occur within the city limits, and who shall be subject to the 
orders of the Chief of the Fire Department, for the purpose of removing such 
wires of the said company as may interfere with the fire department in iis 
efforts to reach and extinguish fires. 


294. The said company will, upon request of the Common Council and 
upon reasonable notice that such service will be required of il, furnish 
a sufficient number of electric lamps for properly lighting the city of a 
quality and illuminating power equal to those now in use, and burning the 
same number of hours for a price not exceeding thirty cents a night per 
lamp, the number of such lamps to be fixed and determined by the Common 
Council and the location thereof by the Commissioner of Publie Works. 


25. Said company shall at all times hold itself in readiness to furnish 
incandescent lights to the City of Syracuse and the inhabitants thereof at a 
price not greater than that charged hy other electric companies using 
the same incandescent system, and using steam as the generaling power 
in cities of from seventy-five to one hundred twenty-five thousand inhabitants 
under contracts of like periods. $ 


26. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to confer upon said 
company, its suecessors or assigns, any exclusive franchise to use the 
sireets and public places of the city, or apy of them, for an electric plant, and 
all rights and priviliges not herein specifically given are expressly reserved 
by the Common Conneil.

Gordon, Charles M, Warner, Hamilton S. White, George Doheny and John 
Duntee on the 27th day of May A. D., 1895, for the right, franchise, permission 
and consent to lay pipes and mains in and through the streets, highways, 
avenues, alleys and public squares in the City of Syracuse for the purpose of 
conducting gas, however produced and from whatever manufactured, to public 
and private buildings for lighting, heating, domestic and mechanical pur- 
poses, aS well as other uses for which light, heat and power can or may be 
employed, and to make all necessary excavations in said streets, alleys and 
public squares as aforesaid for the purpose of laying such mains and pipes, 
and of making all necessary repairs and alterations therein as may be re- 
quired; and 


WHBPRBEAS, such application has been duly considered hy said Common 
Council of the City of Syracuse, therefore 


RESOLVED, that the City of Syracuse hereby grants to said Frank 
Hiscock, William B. Kirk, Thomas Ryan, James S. Gordon, Charles M. Warner, 
Hamilton S. White, George Doheny and John Dunfee, and to their successors 
or assigns, the right, franchise, permission and consent to. lay pipes and mains 
in and through the streets, avenues, alleys and public squares in said city 
for the purpose of conducting gas, however produced and from whatever 
manufactured, to public and private buildings for lighting, heating, domestic 
and mechanical purposes, as well as other uses for which light, heat and 
power can or may be employed, and to make all necessary excavations in 
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said streets, alleys and public squares as aforesaid for the purpose of laying 
such mains and pipes and of making all necessary repairs and alterations 
therein aS may be required. This right and franchise is granted to said 
parties hereinbefore named, their successors or assigns, subect to each and 
ill of the following conditions, viz: 


First. The pipes and mains to be laid by said parties, their successors or 
assigns, shall be so placed or laid that the upper surface thereol shall be at 
least three feet below the surface of the ground, and the same shall Mm all 
cases be laid under the sidewalks or gutters of the street, whenever or 
Wherever practicable, except in crossing streets and public places, and not in 
or under the travelled highway unless the Common Council shall otherwise 
direct, and no Sewer, gas pipe, water pipe or drain shall be in any way tapped 
or interfered with by such parties, their successors or assigns. 


Second. Any and all pavements, sidewalks, crosswalks, curbstones, gut- 
ters, Streets, alleys and squares, or any portion of either, disturbed or dis- 
plaead in laying, altering or repairing any such mains or pipes, or in any other 
manner by such parties, their successors or assigns, shall be restored, replaced 
oy repaired in a suitable and proper and sufficient manner without any in- 
necessary delay and subject to the approval of the Common Council of said 
city, 


No asphalt or other pavement or gutters connected therewith, and na 
atreet shall be torn up, dug into or disturbed at any time by said parties, their 
successors or assigns, after the mains and service pipes of said parties, their 
suécessors or assigns, have been laid therein without special permission of the 
Common Council, except for the purpose of repairing breaks in pipes or mains 
or making other repairs necessary to be done without delay and then only by 
express permission of the Common Council oy Commissioner of Public Works; 
and the Common Council expressly reserves the right to itself and said com- 
missioner upon granting such permission, and before any streets, pavements 
or gutters, asphalt or otherwise, shall be disturbed, to require said parties, 
their suecessors or assigns, to furnish a bond in the sum and with sureties 
to be fixed and approved by the Common Council, or the commissioner in 
cease permission is granted by him, conditioned for the immediate restoration 
of said streets, pavements and gutters to as good a condition in all respects as 
they were in before being disturbed. 


Third. Said parties, their successors or assigns, shall protect, indemnily 
and save harmless said City of Syracuse of and from all claims, actions, dam- 
ages, costs, losses and expenses to be made, suffered or incurred by reason 
of or arising in any manner from the permission hereby granted, or from any 
excavation or other work in any of the streets, alleys or places aforesaid at any 
time or for any purpose, or from the use and effects of gas in said pipes or 
maing atter they are laid, or from any other cause or matter attributable 
wholly or partly to any acts or omissions on the part of said parties, their 
auccesssors or assigns, representatives, officers, agents and servants. 


Fourth. That the Common Council of said city shall have the right to 
prescribe at any time what portion or portions of any street or streets may 
be excavated or interferred with at any time and to direct at what and how 
many points the work shall be carried on. That all mains and lateral pipes, 
connections and other appliances for manufacturing or supplying gas to publie 
or private buildings shall be constructed, repaired, altered and maintained 
under the supervision and direction of the Commissioner of Public Works of 
said city, or other officer to be designated by the Common Council, and of 
such materials, quality and weight as shall be approved by the Common 
Council or such officer. 
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Said parties, their successors or assigns, shall at their own expense fur- 
nish and lay all service pipes in and through the wall of the building of any 
person or corporation desiring to have gas connections, and whenever the/ 
said Common Council shall determine to paye any of the streets of said city, 
said parties, their successors or assigns, shall, if required to do so by resolu- 
tion of said Common Council, lay their mains and service pipes in and along 
such streets, to be improved at such times as the Common Council may direct, 
and in case said mains and service pipes shall not be laid by said parties, 
their successors or assigns, pursuant to such resolution after notice personally 
or by mail by the Commissioner of, Public Works that they are required to 
construct the same before the expiration of the period specified in said notice, 
which shall not be less than five days from the service or mailing thereof, the 
Commissioner of Public Works shall have the power to lay such mains and 
service pipes and the cost of the same and the laying thereof shall be paid tc 
the city on demand, and in case of non-payment of such cost by said parties, 
their successors or asSigns, within ten days after the delivering or mailing to 
them of the statement of such cost by the Commissioner of Public Works, the 
expense thereof shall be assessed and collected pursuant to the provisions of 
section 155 of the City Charter; and wheneyer the Common Council of said 
city shall determine to construct any sewer in or along any street, avenue, 
lane, alley or public place where any pipe of said parties, their successors or 
assigns, is laid, said parties, their successors or assigns, shall at their own 
expense lower, elevate, change or remove any such pipe so that such sewer 
inay be constructed as desired by the city. 


All work in laying ‘pipes shall be prosecuted in such manner as not to 
interfere with the use or travel upon the streets, avenues, alleys, lanes or 
public places of said city where it can be avoided, and when such use is un- 
avoidably obstructed by such parties, their successors or assigirs, they shall 
with reasonable dispatch repair and replace such street, avenue, lane, alley 
or public place. 


All pipes, mains and apparatus of every kind used by said parties, theiy 
snecessors or assigns, Shall be of the most improved design and quality. 


All pipes shall be of standard weight and be so laid as not to interfere 
with the use of the streets, avenues, lanes, alleys and public places after the 
same are in place. 


Said parties, their successors or assigns, shall apply and use all appli- 
ances and apparatus of the most modern and improved kind and pattern for 
the discovery of and protection against escaping gas and for the prevention 
of injury and damage liable to result therefrom or in any way or manner from 
the manufacture, distribution and use of the gas manufactured by it. 


Said parties, their successors or assigns, shall, within ninety days after 
being ordered so to do by the Common Council, lay pipes in any streets, lanes, 
avenues, alleys or public places contiguous to streets, etc., where other pipes 
are then laid, provided that in the opinion of said Common Council the amount 
of gas consumed by such parties will justify the laying of such pipes and 
making of such connections. : 

The Commissioner of Public Works shall appoint a proper person or per- 
sons to superintend the laying of pipes and repairing of streets, ete., while 
said line is in process of construction, and said parties, their successors or 
assigns, shall pay the salary of said person or persons, not exceeding how’ 
ever one person tor every two blocks on any one street, at a rate not exceed- 
Ing the sum of three dollars yer day for each person so employed, to be fixed 
by the Comimon Council. 
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Fifth. That said city shall not be liable to said parties, their successors 
or assigns, for om by reason of any damage to its works, pipes or property’ 
whether the same arises from any negligence of any city officer or employee, 
or for any want of repairs to the streets, nor for any damages from the inter- 
ruption of supplying light, heat or power arising from any condition of of 
accident in or any repairs to or improvement upon any of the streets of said 
city, or from any cause whatsoever; and the said Common Council shall have 
power to temporarily shut off the transmission of gas through any pipe or 
pipes or in any street whenever necessary for the purpose of making, repair- 
ing or improving any street of public work. 


Sixth. That said parties, their successors or assigns, shall at any time 
change the grade or location of any of their pipes or mains in any street when- 
ever a change of the grade in the street ov other public use or improvement 
of the same by the city or under its authority shall, in the judgment of the 
Qommon Council, make such change of grade necessary or proper. 


Seventh. That before laying any pipes or making amy exeavation there- 
for, the said parties, their successors or assigns, shall execute and deliver 
to the City of Syracuse a good and sufficient bond, with sureties to be ap- 
proyed by the Common Council, in the penal sum of 325,000 as a continuing 
security conditioned as follows: 


(1) That said parties, their successors or assigns, shall proceed within 
five days after being notified so to do by the Commissioner of Public Works 
of said city, either personally or by mail, to repair and place in good condi- 
tion the streets, avenues, lanes, alleys and public places of said city where 
pipes shall have been laid or work done by said parties, their successors or 
assigns, and prosecute said work with diligence. 


(2) That said parties, their successors or assigns, will not in any manner 
molest, damage or interfere with any of the gas or water pipes or public or 
private sewers now laid or constructed in or along any of the streets, aye- 
nues, lanes, alleys or public places of the eity. 


(3) That said parties, their successors or assigns, will restore any and 
all streets, avenues, Janes, alleys and public places in which they may lay 
pipes or mains or which they shall disturb or interfere with in laying pipes or 
mains to as good a condition as they were before the laying of said pipes or 
mains. ’ 


(4) That said parties, their successors or assigns, will without delay 
remove from the streets, avenues, lanes, alleys and public places of said Gily 
all dirt or rubbish caused by the laying of said pipes or mains. 


(5) That said parties, their suceessors or assigns, wil reimburse said 
city for ail money expended in restoring any steeef, avenue, lane, alley or 
public place or any part thereof, to as good a condition as the same was before 
it was opened for the purpose of laying mains or pipes therein, and tor 
all money expended for clearing away any dirt or rubbish caused by the 
laying of pipes or mains as aforesaid where said parties, their suecessors or 
assigns, have failed fo so restore the condition of any street, avenue, lane, 
alley or publie place, or to remoye such dirt or rubbish within five days after 
receiving written notice from the Commissioner of Public Works, either per- 
sonally or by mail, so to do. 


(6) That said parties, their successors or assigns, shall indemnify and 
save harmless the said city from and against any and all claims, demands, 
suits or liabilities of any kind that said city may be subjected to or incur by 
reason of or growing out of the opening of said streets, avenues, lanes, alleys 
or public places, or the laying of pipes therein, or of permitting or of having 


— 
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such gas within the city or in said pipes or mains, or the doing of work in- 
cident to this grant, or in Consequence of injuries or damages to persons or 
property by such gas or by any reason of any explosion of such gas, or grow- 
ing out of the failure of said parties, their successors or assigns, to restore 
the streets, avenues, lanes, alleys and public places as aforesaid, it being 
the intent that said parties, their successors or assigns, shall be primarliy 
liable as between them and the city in all cases above mentioned; and said 
bond shall also be conditioned for the faithful observance and performance of 
all the stipulations and conditions herein contained, 


The said Common Council may at any time and from time to time re- 
quire said bond to be renewed or new sureties given whenever in their judg- 
ment the same is for any cause insufficient or unsatisfactory, and this grant 
shall not become in any manner operative or effectual until such bond shall 
be approved and accepted by said Common Council. The giving of said bond 
shall not be deemed or held to dispense with the giving of the special bond 
provided for in conditions second and third of this franchise if the same 
shall be required. 


Wighth. So lar as may be necessary and proper with a view of secur. 
ing the safety and convenience of the public in the use of any of the streets 
of said city, the Common Conncil shall at all times have the power to regu- 
late and control the operations of said parties, their successors or a signs, or 
of any company operating under this grant in all respects, in any of paid 
streets and public places aforesaid, and for that purpose may at all reasonable 
times inspect or cause inspection of any and all machinery, pipes and appli- 
ances of said parties, their successors or assigns, or of any company operat- 
ing under this grant. 





Said parties, their successors or assigns, shall not open or encumber more 
of any street, ayenue or public place at any time than may be necessary to 
enable them to proceed with advantage in the laying of any such mains or 
pipes, and whenever, on account. of traffic obstruction in the principal business 
streets, the Common Council shall direct excavation and work to be done 
between the how's of 10 p, m. and 6 a. m., said parties, their successors or 
assigns, shall excavate and Construct between said hours and restore said 
streets to passable condition immediately thereafter. 


Ninth, Said parties, their successors or assigns, shall, on or before the 
16th day of September, 1895, file a written acceptance of this franchise, to- 
gether with the bond provided for in condition seven of this franchise, and 
pay to the City of Syracuse the sum of fifteen thousand dollars in cash; and 
in case of the failure on the part of said parties, their successors or assigns, 
to so accept said franchise and file said bond and pay said sum of fitteen 
thousand dollars within the period above specified this franchise and all 
rights and privileges contained therein or granted thereby shall cease and 
determine and be and become null and void,

CONVEYANCE OF FRANCHISE TO GAS LIGHT co. OF SYRACUSE 
December 16, 1895 


RESOLVED, that the City of Syracuse approves the proposed conveyance 
and transfer to the Syracuse Gas Company of all the franchises, privileges 
and rights heretofore conferred by said city upon the Gas Light Company of 
Syracuse, and upon the completion of such conveyance and transfer the City 
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of Syracuse hereby confers upon and grants to the Syracuse Gas Company, 
during its continuance, the same franchises, rights and privileges of every 
kind heretofore by said city conferred upon or granted to the Gas Light 
Company of Syracuse, but subject to all the covenants and conditions now 
limiting the same, and also to the following conditions, namely: 


1. No sewer, gas pipe, water pipe or drain shall be in any way tapped 
or interfered with by the said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors or 
assigns. 


2, No asphalt or other pavement or gutter connected therewith shall be 
torn up or in any manner disturbed, except with the express permission of the 
Common Council or Commissioner of Public Works, and said Common Coun- 
cil expressly reserves the right to itself and fo said commissioner, upon grant- 
ing such permission and before any pavement or gutters shall be disturbed, 
to reqnire said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors or assigns, to furnish 
a bond in the sum and with sureties to he fixed and approved by the Common 
Council, or by the commissioner in case permission is granted by him, condi- 
tioned tor the immediate restoration of said pavements and gutters to as 
food condition in all respects as they were in before being disturbed. 


8. The said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors’ and assigns, shall 
protect, indemnify and save harmless said City of Syracuse of and from all 
claims, damages, costs, losses and expenses, and of and from all claims and 
demands of every kind and nature whatsoever to be made, suffered or in- 
curred by reason of or arising in any manner trom the permission hereby 
granted; or from any exeayation or other work in any of the streets, alleys 
or places aforesaid at any time or for any purpose; or from any cause or 
matter whatsoever attributable wholly or partly to any acts or omissions on 
the part of said Syracuse Gas Company, itS agents, servants, officers, suc- 
ecessors or assigns. 


4. The said City of Syracuse shall not be liable to said Syracuse Gas 
Company, its Successors or assign, for or by reason of any damage to its works, 
pipes or property, whether the same arises from any negligence of any city 
office or employee, or from any want of repairs to the streets, nor for any 
damage from any interruption of supplying light, heat or power arising from 
any condition of or accident in or repair to, or improvement upon any of the 
streets of said city, or from any cause whatsoever; and the said Common 
Council shall have the power to temporarily shut off the transmission of gas 
through any pipe or pipes or in any street whenever necessary for the purpose 
of making, repairing or improving any street or publie work. 


5. The said Syracuse Gas Company, its successors and assigns, shall at 
any time change the grade or location of any of its or their pipes or mains 
in any street whenever a change in the grade of the street or other public 
nse or improvement of the same by the city or under its authority shall, in 
the judgment of the Common Council, make such change of grade or location 
necessary or proper,

RESOLVED, that permission and consent lie and the samé are hereby 
granted to the said Eugene Hughes and Company, their heirs, executors, ad- 
ministrators, Successors and assigns, to erect, construct, maintain and use in, 
through and upon the streets, alleys and public places of the City of Syra- 
cuse, except as hereinafter provided, the necessary poles, cables, wires, ap- 
pliances and structures for a suitable and adequate plant to distribute and 
furnish electricity for light and illuminating purposes, both public and private, 
and for power, such permission and consent, however, being granted upon and 
subject to the following conditions, limitations and definitions: 


1. For the sake of brevity the words “BHugene Hughes and others” shall 
beconstrued to mean the above named Hugene Hughes & Company their heirs, 
executors, administrators, successors and assigns, 


2, All materials used of any kind shall be suitable for the purpose and 
of good and durable quality, and all work shall be performed in a safe, 
thorough and substantial manner, under the direction and subject to the 
approyal of the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works. 


Before any poles shall be erected, said Eugene Hughes and others shall 
file with the City Clerk notice that they intend to erect the same. Such 
notices shall state the exact location at which it is intended to place said 
pole or poles, the height above the ground, its or their dimensions, the number 
of wires intended to be suspended thereon, the height and sort of wire, and 
such pole or poles shall not be erected thereafter until such notice shall be 
approved by the Commissioner of Public Works or the Common Council; only 
such poles or wires as may from time to time be specified in such notices 
and so approved shall be erected by said company. 


3. All poles at any time used, nnless otherwise directed by the Common 
Council, shall be made of iron or steel and shall be erected and maintained in 
each case at such points as shall least obstruct the streets or interfere with 
their usefulness, and in suitable places in every instance with reference to 
existing poles now standing in the public highways. 


No poles shall be erected in localities or upon lines where poles have 
already been or may hereafter be erected by others (including poles owned of 
vontrolled by the City of Syracuse) prior to the construction or erection by 
said Eugene Hughes and others of any such poles unless such others refuse 
permission to use such poles, in which case said Eugene Hughes and others 
shall, with notice of their intent hereinbefore required, state to thea Common 
Council the fact of such request and refusal. 


In all cases where the right to grant the use of poles, subways or con- 
duits to persons or corporations other than those erecting or constructing 
them has been or shall be reserved by the Common Council, said Bugene 
Hughes and others shall, if directed by the Common Conneil, usé said poles, 
and in case they cannot agree with the owner or owners thereof npon the 
compensation to be paid for such use, the amount of such compensation shall 
he determined as hereinafter provided in Section § of this franchise jor by 
the Common Council in cease it is provided in the franchise reserving such 
vight that the amount of such compensation in case of disagreement be fixed 
by the Common Council. 


All poles at any time used shall be erected and maintained in every case 
at such points as shall be directed by the Common Council, and no poles shall 
be erected until the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works 
shall have approved of the location and dimensions of the same. 
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All poles shall be safely and firmly erected, properly shaped and finished, 
and painted such color or colors from time to fime as shall be approved by 
the Common Conneil or Commissioner of Public Works. 


4. All poles, wires, cables, appliances, structures or erections of every 
kind in or upon any street, square or public place shall at all times be kept 


and maintained in a safe, suitable and substantial condition and in such good - 


order and repair as shall be directed or approved by the Common Council or 
the Gommissioner of Public Works. AJ] wires shall be carried in cables wher- 
ever practicable, properly strung on suitable crossarms at a safe and suitable 
distance from the ground and at such distance from the ground as shall be 
required by the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works. And 
the said Mugene Hughes and others shall, upon request and, at their own 
expense, raise their wires whenever it shall be necessary so to do to permit 
the removal of a building through the streets of the city. 


Except where necessary to support and carry wires around the corners of 
streets, no poles shall be less than one hundred feet apart, and the Common 
Council reserves the right to designate the precise location of the poles or 
other structures on any street or part of a street, and to require any pole 
or other structure which may have been erected to be removed and another 
of the same or different dimensions substituted therefor or changed in posi- 
tion or location at the expense of said Hugene Hughes and others whenever, in 
its judgment, any public or private interests require such removal or change. 
The Mayor, any member of the Common Council, the Commissioner of Public 
Works and the Officers of its Fire Department in case of a fire may cul or 
otherwise remove any of the poles, wires, or cables of said Eugene Hughes 
and others without claim for damages or otherwise on the part of said Wu- 
gene Hughes and others. 


And the Common Council also reserves the right to prescribe the height 
at which wires or cables shall be erected in any street, and to require, at the 
expense of said Eugene Hughes and others, the raising or lowering of any 
such wires or cables whenever it shall deem the same necessary, and the 
raising or removing of any such wire or cable or the changing of location, or 
removal of any pole whenever it may be necessary to permit the removal of 
buildings through the streets of the city. 


The Common Council reserves the right to require said Eugene Hughes 
and others to remove their poles and place their wires underground at any 
time, provided any and all other electric light companies shall at the same 
time and in the same manner be required to remove their poles and place 
their wives underground; and to require said Hugene Hughes and others to 
place their wires and cables in the subways and conduits constructed or con- 
trolled by others, including the City of Syracuse, or place the same in sub- 
ways or conduits constructed by themselyes under such conditions, limita- 
tions and restrictions as the Common Council may impose or prescribe in addi- 
tion or or in modification of those contained herein; provided, always, that 
any and all other electric light companies shall be required at the same time 
and in the same manner to place their wires and cables in subways and con- 
duits, but nothing herein contained shall be construed as granting hereby, or 
by any provision hereof, to said Hugene Hughes and others the right to con- 
struct or maintain subways or conduits or other structures or appliances con- 
nected therewith under the surface of the ground or as granting any franchise 
whatever, 


In case said Eugene Hughes and others shall be required to use the sub- 
ways, conduits and structures of others, unless otherwise provided in the ov- 
dinance or resolution requiring such removal and placing underground, then 
all conduits, subways, and other structures under the surface of the ground 
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constructed by them shall be suitable and sufficient for the purpose and con- 
structed in a thorough, substantial and workmanlike manner and under the 
direction, supervision and control of and located wherever and only where 
directed by the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works, and in 
such construction no sewer or water or gas pipes, telegraph, telephone or elec: 
tric light wires, cables, pipes or conduits or other structures appurtenant 
thereto, or other structures or work, public or private, therein shall be per- 
manently disturbed or interfered with. The location of the subway or conduit 
in any street shall be approved by the Common Council or Commissioner 
of Publie Works. Only one line of conduit or subway shall be laid in any 
one street. 


6. Im the construction of such conduits and subways no more than two 
blocks of pavement shall be disturbed at any one time in any one street. 
The work shall be done with the utmost reasonable promptness and dispatch 
at each point; the pavement shall be restored to as good condition in all re 
spects as it was before being disturbed. And all dirt, refuse and unused mate- 
rial shall be promptly removed. No asphalt, brick or sandstone pavement or 
putter shall be torn up, dug into or interfered with without special permis- 
sion of the Gommon Council or the Commissioner of Public Works, and the 
Common Council reserves to itself and the Commissioner of Public Works the 
right before granting such permission to require a bond in such sum and 
with such sureties as it may fix and approve, or as may be fixed and aproved 
by the Commissioner of Public Works in case permission is granted by him, 
conditions tor the immediate restovation of such pavement or gutter to as 
good condition in all respects as it was before disturbed; and the Commis- 
sioner of Publie Works shall be and hereby is authorized to appoint such 
inspector or inspectors as he may deem necessary to superintend all ex- 
cavating of public streets or places and the restoration thereof, and the lay- 
ing or relaying of any pavement or gutter therein, and the coustruction and 
repair or alteration of all subways, conduits and other Structures in such 
streets, alleys, squares ov public places, and the expense of such inspectors 
shall be paid to the city by said Hugene Hughes and others on demand and in 
default of such payment the sald Commissioner of Public Works shall be and 
hereby is authorized (o file a verified statement of such expense with the 
Assessors of the eity, and the same shall thereupon be assessed by them upon 
the property of said Eugene Hughes and others and collected as other local 
assessments ara collected. 


n 


7. In vase the Common Council shall order the wires, cables and. dis- 
\vibuting appliances of said Hugene Hughes and others fo be placed and main- 
tained under the surface of the ground, unless otherwise provided in the 
ordinance or resolution regulating the same, then no poles, overhead wires, 
cables or other structurs shall be erected or maintain above the surface of the 
ground in, through or upon any streets, squares or public places where such 
wires are directed to be placed underground, except that said Bugene Hughes 
and others shall, in the streets and public places designated in such order, be 
permitted to erect and maintain such number of poles with arms and appur- 
tenances thereto, and such number only as shall be sufficient and necessary 
for lighting the same with electric lighis in connection with such subway or 
conduit system, which poles, however, shall all be of iron or steel and be 
located and erected at such points and of the kind and dimensions directed or 
approved by the Common Council or Commissioner of Public Works, and shall 
not exceed one at each street intersection, unless specially authorized by the 
Common Couneil, each such pole to be located at or near such corner as shall 
be directed or approved by the Common Council. 


8. The poles, wires, Gables and other structures and appliances to be 
erected and construtted under this grant shall be used only for distributing 
electric light and power and for no other purpose, except by special permis-

sion of the Common Conneil; but the Conimon Council may grant to others 
the right to use such poles, wires, cables or other structures erected, strung 
and placed under this grant, or the conduits, subways, structures and appli- 
ances which may be constructed hereunder or under any ordinance or resolu- 
tion hereafter passed or adopted by the Gommon Couneil consistent with the 
reasonable’ use thereo! by the said Hugene Hughes and others, to be deter- 
mined by the Common Council, and for such purpose as the said Common 
Council may deem proper, and may require the said Hugene Hughes and 
others to erect such additional poles, wires, cables, conduits, subways and 
other struetures 4s muy be necéssary for the reasonable and proper use and 
needs of said Kugene ‘Hughes and others and the persons or corporations 
wishing to use the same, upon condition that such others shall pay to said 
Bugene Hughes and others for the use of said poles, wires and other strue- 
tures and appliances such compensation as shall be just. And in the case of 
failure of said Eugene Hughes and others and the person or corporation wish 
ing to use the same to agree upon the compensation to be paid, the amount of 
such compensation shall be fixed by a commission of three persons to be ap- 
pointed by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, Fourth Department, 


9. The said Hugene Hughes and others shall at all times save and keep 
harmless and fully indemnity the City of Syracuse, its officers and agents, 
from any and all loss, liability or damage in any manner arising from the 
erection, construction, maintenance or use of the poles, wires, cables or other 
structures hereby authorized, or from negligence, fault or misconduct on the 
part of said Wugene Hughes and others, their officers, agents, servants or em- 
ployees, or from any failure on their part to observe or keep any of the con- 
ditions upon which this franchise is granted, and from all suits and actions of 
every name or deseription brought against il or them or any of them and 
from all damages and costs to which it or they may be put by reason of injury 
to person or persons or property of any nature resulling from any accident, 
negligence or carelessness in the performance of said work of erecting con- 
siructing, maintaining, operating or repairing of said poles, wires, cables, 
means of distribution, appliances and accessories thereto as provided in this 
grant, or from any improper or defective machinery or apliance used in operat- 
ing the same, or from any act or omission of the said Bugene Hughes and 
others, or im conseqnence or growing out of the making of this grant or per- 
mitting the transmission of electricity upon the poles, along the wires and 
cables or upon the other structures authorized to be constructed or in the 
manner herein provided; and shall and will indemnity and reimburse the city 
for tiny damages or injuriés caused or occasioned by them, their agents or sery- 
ants. or by the electricity transmitted under this grant to any. water, gas or 
sewer pipe or any main or branch thereof, or to any other structure or im- 
provement that may lawfully be in any street. avenue, alley or public ground, 
and will, on demand, pay all expenses incurred by the city in inspecting or 
supervising any work done under this grant, or in doing any work where suid 
Hugene Hughes and others shall fail, omit, neglect or refuse to do the same 
as herein provided; and said Eugene Hughes and others shall and will in- 
demnity and save harmless said city against any and all claims, suits and 
actions whieh may be brought for the alleged infringement of any patent right 
claimed in or upon any means of distribution, appliance or accessory in se 
under or by virtue of this grant, 


10. The said Bugene Hughes and others shall proceed without delay and 
with all energy and dispateh to construet and equip a suitable and adequate 
electric light plant to generate electricity for light, heat and power in and for 
the Gity of Syracuse and its inhabitants and furnish all their customers and 
patrons therein with the most modern and improved instruments and appli- 
ances for prompt and efficient electric light and power service; and said 
ugene Hughes and others shall, on or before the 20th day of November, 1896, 
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duly execute and file with the City Clerls an acceptance of this franchise and 
a bond in the penal sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), with sufficient 
sureties to be approved by the Mayor, conditioned: 


First: For the construetion, completion and equipment in accordance with 
the terms of this franchise of a suitable and adequate electric light and power 
plant with the most modern and improved instruments and appliances for 
prompt and efficient electric light and power service. 


Second. For the just and full performance of all the conditions, limita- 
tions, provisions and stipulations of this franchise. 


Third, For the indemnity and saying harmless of said city, its boards, 
officers, agents and servants, and each and eyery one of them, against and from 
the suits, actions, damages and liabilities set forth in the ninth paragraph 
of this grant, 


And the tailure to execute and file said acceptance and bond within the 
period above named shall he deemed a rejection of this franchise by said 
Bugene Hughes and others, and the same shall be from that time forth null 
and void; and in case of the insolvency or death of any of the principals or 
sureties upon said bond, the said Hugene Hughes and others shall, upon re- 
quest of the Mayor or Common Council, give a new bond with the sureties 
to be approved by the Mayor, of the same tenor and effect and subject to the 
same aproyal as the bond originally given. 


WW, The City of Syracuse and the Police and Fire Departments thereof 
shall at all times have the right and privilege to nse the poles and other 
structures of said Bugene Hughes and others to support and carry the wires 
of the firé alarm telegraph and of any police eall or signal system or elec- 
trical conductors for any other purpose, without cost, charge or expense to 
said city, or any department thereof; and the poles and other structures of 
said Eugene Hughes and others, including the arms on said poles, shall be 
suitable and sufficient for such service, and the said city shall at all times 
have free and undisturbed access to any and all poles, crossarms, supports or 
other structures owned or controlled by said Hugene Hughes and others. 


13. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to confer upon said Eugene 
Hughes and others any exclusive franchise to use the streets or public places 
of said city for an electric light or power plant or service, nor an admission or 
recognition of any of the patents now or hereatter used by said Engene Hugheg 
and others, and all rights and privileges not herein specifically given are eN- 
pressly reserved by the Common Council. 


14, It ig expressly understood that each and all of the limitations and 
conditions herein contained are continuing and constitute the consideration 
upon which this franchise is sranted, and that upon the failure or negleet of 
said Hugene Hughes and others to observe and comply with the same, this 
franchise will be and become null and void and ail privileges thereby eranted 
shall cease and determine, 


15. Materials delivered upon the streets shall be required to be piled 
neatly on the front of the sidewalk, not within three feet of any hydrant, and 
in such manner as will preserve a passageway of at least three feet on the 
line of the sidewalk. 


16. Travel upon the street or upon any intersecting street or alley shall 
not be hindered or inconvenienced needlessly, nor shall the same be wholly 
obstructed without the permission of the Commissioner of Public Works, in 
which case the company shall cause plain and properly worded signs an- 
nouncing such fact to be placed with proper barricades at the nearest cross 
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street upon each side of such obstructed portion and upon intersecting streets 
where travel can pass around the same in the shortest and easiest way. Col- 
ored lights and, if required, night watchmen are to be maintained when neces- 
Sary to prevent accident. 


17. This consent is granted upon the express condition that at the end of 
three years after the passage of this franchise said city shall have the right 
to purchase the entire plant of said Hugene Hughes and others and 
all their property and effects of every kind and description within said city 
at a value which, in case of disagreement between said city and said Bugene 
Hughes and Company, shall be ascertained and determined by a commission 
of three persons to be appointed, upon application of either said city or said 
Kugene Hughes and others, by the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court, 
Fourth Department. Said appraisers shall make a report of the value of said 
property within six months after their appointment to the Mayor and Common 
Council of said city, who shall have the option at any time within six months 
after the receipt of said report to purchase said plant and property together 
with all its appurtenances and equipments at the appraised value. 


18. This grant and franchise ig taken by said Hugene Hughes and others 
Subject to all ordinances and regulations enacted or to be enacted by the 
OCommon Council by virtue of the authority given to it under the charter; and 
Said city reserves the right to amend or revoke any ordinance or regulation 
heretofore adopted or that may hereafter be adopted and to adopt such other 
ordinances or regulations as may from time to time be deemed necessary, 
including ordinances and regulations upon the subject of electrical wires, poles, 
subways, conduits, conductors or other structures relating thereto or connected 

. therewith. 


EUGENE HUGHES & CO., ELECTRIC LIGHT AND POWER 
AMENDMENT—December 21, 1896 


RESOLVED, that the franchise heretofore granted by the Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Syracuse to Hugene Hughes and Company whereby said Eu- 
gene Hughes and Company are granted permission and consent to erect, 
construct, maintain and use in, through and upon the streets, alleys and public 
places of the City of Syracuse the necessary poles, cables, wires, appliances 
and structures for a suitable and adequate plant to distribute and furnish 
electricity for light and illuminating purposes, both public and private, and 
for power, be and the same is hereby amended as follows: 


Subdivision 10 of said franehise ig hereby amended so as to read as tol- 
lows: 


“10. The said Hugene Hughes and others shall proceed without delay 
and with all energy and dispatch to construet and equip a suitable and ade- 
quate electric light plant to generate electricity for light, heat and power in 
and for the City of Syracuse and iis inhabitants, and turnish all their cus- 
tomers and patrons therein with the most modern and improyed instruments 
and appliances for prompt and efficient electric light and power service; and 
said Hugene Hughes and others shall, on or before the first day of February, 
1897, duly execute and file with the City Clerk a bond in the penal sum of 
thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), with sufficient surety to be approved by the 
Mayor, conditioned: 


“First. For the construction, completion and equipment, in accordance 
with the terms of this franchise, of such suitable and adequate electric light 
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and power plant with the most modern and improved instruments and appli- 
ances for prompt and efficient electric light and power service. 


"Second. For the just and full performance of all the conditions, limita- 
tions, provisions and stipulations of this franchise. 


“Third. For the indemnity and saving harmless of said city, its boards, 
officers, agents and servants, and each and every one of them, against and 
trom the suits, actions, damages and liabilities set forth in the ninth para- 
graph of this grant. 


“And the failure to execute and file said aceepiance and bond within the 
period above named shall be deemed a rejection of this franchise by said 
BHugene Hughes and others, and the same shall be from that time forth null 
and void; and‘in case of the insolvency or death of any of the principals or 
sureties upon said bond the said Eugene Hughes and others shall, upon re- 
quest of the Mayor or Common Council, give a new bond with the sureties to 
be approved by the’ Mayor, of the same tenor and effect and subject to the 
same approyal as the bond originally given.” 


And subdivision 17 of said franchise is amended so as to read as follows: 


“17, This consent is granted upon the express condition that at any me 
after the expiration of fifteen (15) years after the passage of this franchise, 
said city shall haye the right to purchase the entire plant of said Eugene 
Hughes and others and all their property and effects of every kind and de- 
scription within said city af a value which, in case of disagreement between 
said city and said Hugene Hughes and others, shall be ascertained and deter- 
mined by a commission of three persons, to be appointed upon application of 
either said city or said Bugene Hughes and others, by the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, Fourth Department. Said appraisers shall make a re- 
port of the value of the property within six months after their appointment 
to the Mayor and Common Council of said city, who shall have the option at 
any time within six months after the receipt of said report to purchase said 
plant and property together with all its appurtenanees and equipments at said 
appraised value. 


ff the said city shall neglect or fail to complete the purchase under such 
first appraisal within said period of six months, then they shall have the right 
to apply, atter the expiration of one year thereafter, for the appointment of 
new commissioners in the same manner and for the same purposes as above 
provided, and upon the coming in of the report of said last named commission 
the city shall have the same rights and the same proceedings may be had in 
its behalf as upon the coming in of the report of the preceding commission.” 


And said franchise is further amended by adding thereto and at the end 
thereof the following subdivision: 


“15, Said Eugene Hughes and others, their successors and assigns, shall 
annually pay to the City of Syracuse five (5) per centum of the gross receipts 
of said electric light and power plant and service. Such payments shall be 
made on January Ist in each year; and said city, through its proper officers, 
shall have access to the books and accounts of said Hugene Hughes and others, 
their successors and assigns, to determine the amount due said city under the 
terms of this agreement.” 


(Acceptance and bond filed February 1, 1897.) 
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ELECTRIC LIGHT & POWER CO, OF SYRACUSE 
May 23, 1898 


RESOLVED, that the consent of the City of Syracuse is hereby granted 
to the Blectrie Light & Power Company of Syracuse, its successors and assigns, 
hereinatter called the Electric Company, which shall include successors and 
assigns, to lay, erect, construct, place, maintain and use suitable wires, cables 
or other conduetors, with the necessary apparatus, poles, conduits, subways, 
pipes or other fixtures, appliances and structures in, on, oyer and under the 
streets, avenues, public parks and places of the City of Syracuse for the pur 
pose of supplying, conducting and distributing electricity generated by or for 
the Hlectric Company for light, heat or power for public or private usé. , 


Such permission is granted, however, only and always subject to each and 
all of the following regulations, viz: 


1. That within a radius of one-half mile of the swing bridge at the cor- 
ner of Salina street and Genesee street in said city, the Electric Company shal) 
remove from the streets, except as hereinafter provided, such of its poles and 
wires as may be designated by the Commissioner of Public Works or the Com- 
mon Council, and that it shall place such of its wires, within the said radius 
so designated by the Commissioner of Public Works or the Common Council, 
underground in suitable conduits or subways, but. the Hlectri¢é Company, if it 
chooses so to do, may remove any or all of its poles and place any or all of 
its wires within the said radius underground without designation from the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the Common Council. 


2. ‘That such poles, wires and cables as may be necessary for such pur- 
poses of distribution of electricity for light, heat or power, within the said 
radius, may be evected or maintained by the Blectric Company, but such poles, 
wires and cables shall be erected and maintain in every case at such points 
as shall be ordered by the Commissioner of Public Works or the Common 
Council, 


3. That beyond said radius the Hlectric Company may erect and maintain 
in the streets of said city poles and wires for the purpose of distributing elec- 
tricity for light, heat or power for public or private uses, such poles and 
wires to be erected and maintained by it subject to the approval of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works or the Common Council; but the City of Syracuse 
yeserves the right at any time to require the Hlectric Company to remove 
such poles beyond said radius from the streets and to place its wires under- 
ground, provided that all other electrie light, railway, telegraph and telephone 
companies within the same area shall at the same time and in the same man- 
ner be required to remove their poles and place their wires and cables under- 
ground, 


4. That said subways, conduits, ducts, branches, mains and pipes shall 
all be placed or laid so that the upper surface thereof shall be at least two 
feet below the surface of the street, unless a less distance shall be approved 
by the Commissioner of Public Works or by the Common Council. That no 
sewer, pas or Water pipe, or drain, telephone, telégraph, railway or other 
wires shall be in any way tapped or interfered with by the Hlectric Company 
without cousent of the Commissioner of Public Works or the Common Coun- 
cil. That all manholes connected with said subways or conduits shall be con- 
structed in a substantial manner to the approval of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lie Works or of the Gommon Council, and shall be closed with a substantial 
metal cover laid flush with the surface of the street or pavement. 


5. That all pavements, sidewalks, curbstones, gutters, streets, alleys and 
squares, or any portion of either, disturbed or displaced in laying ,altering or 
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repairing any such subway or conduit or in any other manner by the electric 
company shall )é restored, replaced or repaired in a Suitable, proper and sut- 
ficient manner without any unnecessary delay and to the approval of the Com- 
jnissioner of Public Works, and so far as affected by such disturbance or dis- 
placement shall be maintained for two years in us good condition as before 
such disturbance or displacement. 


6. That the Electric Company shall fully protect, indenmify and save 
harmless said City of Syracuse of and from all claims, actions, damages, costs, 
losses and expenses to be made, suffered or incurred by reason of or arising 
in any manner from the permission hereby granted, or from any work done 
by the Electric Company in any of the streets alleys or placas aforesaid at 
any time, or from any other cause or matter attributal wholly or partly to any 
acts or omissions on the part of the Plectric Company, its representatives, ol- 
ficers, agents or servants in connection with said subways and conduils or 
this permission, 

7. That the Commissioner of Public Works or the Common Council sll) 
have the right to prescribe what portion or portions of any street or streets 
may be excavated or interefered with at any time in thé construction of said 
subways and conduits and to direct at what and how many points the work 
Shall be carried on. All subways, conduits and connections thereto shall be 
constructed under the supervision and direction of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works or the Common Council, and shall be of such material, quality or 
weight as shall be adopted by the Electric Company and approved by him or 
tt. The Mayor of said city may at any time appoint a suitable and competent 
person to supervise and inspect any work of the HWlectric Company in laying 
its said subways, conduits or their connections, and the Hlecitric Company 
shall pay a reasonable compensation for the services of such inspector ‘ 


8 That said company shall haye power to temporarily shut off com- 
munication through any subway, conduit, duct, wire or cable in any street, 
whenever necessary for the purpose of making, repairing or improving any 
street whenever necessary for the purpose of making repairing or improving 
any street or public work by giving ten days’ notice in writing to the Bleetric 
Company of its intention so to do. 


9. That the Blectric Company shall at any time change the grade or loca 
tlon of any of its subways or conduits in any street whenever a change in the 
erade in the street or other public use or improvement of the same by the city 
or under its authority shall, in the judgment of the Common Council, make 
such change of grade or location necessary or proper, 


10. That before laying any subways or conduits or making any excavu- 
tions therefor the Wleetric Company shall execute and deliver to the City of 
Syracuse a good and sufficient bond to be approved by the Common Council, 
in the penal sum of $15,000, as a continuing security conditionsd that it will re- 
store as above provided said streets, alleys, avenues, public squares, side- 
Walks, gutters and curbstones to as good a condition as the same were in 
hefore they were interfered with or disturbed by the Wlectric Company, and 
also to indemnify and save the said city harmless from any loss or damage 
which may in any manner accrue to it in conseguence of the laying or placing 
of said subways, conduits, poles, wires or cables, or of any act under this 
permission, either directly or indireetly; and also conditioned for the faithful 
performance of all the stipnlations and regulations herein contained, and this 
permission shall not hecome in any way operative or effectual until said bond 
shall be approved and accepted by the Common Council. The said Comnon 
Council may from fime to time require said bond to be repawed or new 
sureties given whenever in their judgment the same is for any canse in- 
sufficient. 
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11. That no use of this permission shall be made by the Hlectric Com- 
pany except for the purpose of the generation and distribution of electricity 
for light, heat or power, and the said City of Syracuse reserves to itself the 
right and power to grant to any corporation now or hereafter organized privi- 
leges similar to those herein granted. 


12, That so tar as may be necessary and proper with W view to securing 
the safety and conyenience of the public in the use of any of the streets of 
said city, the Commissioner of Public Works may at all reasonable times and 
upon reasonable notice to the Electric Company inspect any and all machin- 
ery, subways, conduits, poles, wires, cables and appliances of the Hlectric 
Company. 


13. That the Electric Company shall, within sixty days after the approval 
and acceptance by the Common Council of the bond hereinbefore referred to 
in paragraph 10 of this permission, file a written acceptance thereof, begin the 
construction of subways and conduits as provided herein, and shall within 
eighteen months after the filing of such written acceptance, complete not less 
than 75,000 linear feet of duct within said radius.

All wires stretched upon said poles or supported thereby shall be 
of such height from the ground as shall be approved by said Superintendent, 
and all structures erected or maintained by said company shall be of a proper 
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and suitable character and quality to be approved by said Superintendent. 


Fourth. The said company shall saye and keep harmless the City of Syra- 
cuse from all Claims, damages, suits and actions which may be brought against 
it at. any time for or on account of, or in any manner arising from the con- 
struction or maintenance of any poles, wires or other structures by said com- 
pany, its successors or assigns.

RESOLVED, that permission be and the same is hereby granted to the 
Geniral New York Telephone and Telegraph Company, its successors and as- 
signs, to erect, place, maintain and use in, through, upon and under the streets, 
squares and public places of the City of Syracuse, the necessary poles, cables, 
wires and other structures for a suitable and adequate telephonic plant and 
service in and for said city and the adjacent country, such permission being 
granted “upon and subject to each and all of the following limitations and con- 
ditions, viz: 


1. For all the purposes, provisions, conditions and stipulations of this 
franchise, the central offica or exchange of said company shall be deemed to be 
in the building known as the “Wieting Block,’ whether the same be in fact 
established and maintained at that place or elsewhere.

or employees, or from any failure on its or their part to observe or keep any 
of the conditions upon which this permission is granted, and shall give a bond 
with two or more sureties in the penal sum of $20,000, to be approved by the 
Mayor of said city, conditioned for the full and faithful performance of each 
and every of the Gonditions, provisions and stipulations of this franchise. 


9, Suid company shall proceed without delay and with all reasonable 
energy and dispatch to construct and equip a suitable and adequate telephonic 
plant in and for the City of Syracuse, and furnish all its customers and patrons 
therein with the most modern and approved instruments and appliances for 
prompt, efficient and satisfactory telephonic communication. 


10. The central office or station of said company shall be kept open 
during all hours of the day and night, nor excepting Sunday, with sufficient 
and competent operators in attendance for the prompt and efficient service 
of all its customers and patrons. 


The Common Council reserves the right to require said company to remove 
its poles and place its wires underground at any time, provided that all other 
telephone and telegraph companies shall at the same time and in the same 
manner be required to remove their poles and place their wires under ground, 
Wut in such case the maximum rates to enstomers hereinafter named shall not 
be longer binding upon the company. 


The City of Syracuse and the Fire and Police Departments thereof shall 
have the right and privilege at all times to freely use the poles of said com- 
pany to support and carry wires of the fire alarm telegraph and the wires of 
any police call or signal withont cost, charge or expense to the City of Syra- 
cuse or any department thereof, and all poles of said company and the arms 
thereon shall be suitable and sufficient for such service. 


13. For the period of six years from and after February 1, 1887, unless 
said company shall in the meantime be required by law or municipal ordinance 
to put its system of wires underground, the total annual charge and expense to 
each customer or patron of said company within said city for one full and 
complete set of instruments with a separate and independent wire from the 
central office to each customer or patron and for unlimited use for all com- 
munications within the houndaries of said city shall not in any case exceed the 
following sums, payable quarterly in advance, viz:

14. Wor the purpose of fixing and determining said rates, in any case, the

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distance shall be measured or calculated on an air line from the central office 
without reference to the length of wire actually used by said company, 


15. Said company will, during said period of six years, at all times fur- 
nish such telephonic communication upon the terms aforesaid to any re- 
sponsible person or corporation applying therefor at any place within the 
boundaries of Syracuse, as such boundaries will be on and after March 1, 1887. 


16. Nothing herein contained shall be deemed to confer upon said com- 
pany any exclusive right or franchise to use the streets or public places of said 
city for a telephonic plant or service, nor a recognition or admission of the 
validity of any of the petents now or hereafter owned or used by said 
company. 


17. It is expressly undersiood that each and all the foregoing limitations 
and conditions and continuing and constitute the consideration upon which 
this franchise is granted, and that upon the failure or neglect of said company 
to observe and comply with the same, this franchise will be revoked and all 
privileges thereby granted cease and determine.

WHEREAS, said application has been duly considered, now therefore. 


RESOLVED, that permission and consent be and the same are hereby 
granted to the said Eugene Hughes & Company, their heirs, executors, admin- 
istrators, successors and assigns, to erect, construct, maintain and use in. 
through and upon the streets, alleys and public places of the City of Syra- 
euse, the necessary poles, cables, wires, appliances and structures for a suit- 
able and adequate telephone and telegraph plant and service in and for said 
city; such permission and consent, however, being granted upon and subject 
to the following conditions, limitations and definitions: 


1. For the sake of brevity the words “Hugene Hughes and others” shall 
be construed to mean the above named Hugene Hughes and Company, their 
heirs, executors, successors and assigns. 


2. All the material used of any kind shall be suitable for the purpose and 
of good and durable quality, and all work shall be performed in a safe, 
thorough and substantial manner under the direction and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works. 


Before any poles shall he erected said Hugene Hughes and others shall 
file with the Gity Clerk notices that they intend to erect the same. ‘Such 
notices shall state the exact location at which it is intended to place said pole 
or poles, the height above the ground, its or their dimensions, the number of 
wires intended to be suspended thereon, the height and sort of wire, and such 
pole or poles shall not be erected thereafter until such notice shall be ap-

4, All poles, wires, cables appliances, structures or erections of every 
kind in or upon any street, square or public place shall at all times be kept 
and maintained in a safe, suitable and substantial condition and in such good 
repair as shall be directed or approved by the Common Council or the Com- 
missioner of Public Works. All wires shall be carried in cables wherever 
practicable, properly sirnng on suitable crossarms at a safe and suitable dis- 
tunce from the ground, and at such distance from the ground as shall be re- 
quired by the Common Council or the Commissioner of Public Works; and the 
said Bugene Hughes and others shall, upon request and at their own expense, 
raise their wires whenever it shall be necessary so to do to permit the removal 
of a building through the streets of the city. 


Wxcept where necessary to support and carry wires and cables around 
corners of streets, all poles shall be not less than one bunrred feet apart, and 
the Common Conneil reserves the right to designate the precise location of the 
poles or other structures on any street or part of a street, and to require any 
pole, conduit or other structure which may have been erected to be removed 
and another of the same or different dimensions substituted therefor or 
changed in position or location at the expense of said Hugene Hughes and 
others whenever in its judgment any public or priyate interests require such 
removal or change.

10. And said Eugene Hughes and others shall proceed without delay and 
with all reasonable energy and dispatch to construct and equip a suitable and 
adequate telephonic plant in and for said city, and furnish all their customers 
and patrons therein with the most modern and improved instruments and ap 
pliances for prompt and efficient telephonic communication; and said Bugene 
Hughes and others shall, on or before the 20th day of November, 1896, duly 
execute and file with the City Clerk an acceptance of this franchise and a 
bond in the penal sum of $30,000, with sufficient sureties to be approved by 
the Mayor, conditioned: # 


First. For the construction, completion and equipment in accordance 
‘with the terms of this franchise of such suitable and adequate telephonic plant 
with the most modern and imrpoved instruments and appliances for prompt 
and efficient communication, F 


Second. For the just and full performance of all the conditions, limita- 
tions, provisions and stipulations of this franchise. 


Third. For the indemnity and saving harmless of said city, its hoards, 
officers, agents and servants, and each of and every of them, against and from, 
the suits, actions, damages and liabilities set forth in the eleventh paragraph 
of this grant; 


and the failure to execute and file said acceptance and bond within the period 
named shall be deemed a rejection of this franchise by said Hugene Hughes 
and others and the same shall be from that time forth null and void; and in 
case of the insolvency or death of any of the sureties upon said bond, the 
said HKugene Hughes and others shall, upon request of the Mayor or Common 
Council, give a new bond with the sureties to be approved by the Mayor, of 
the same tenor and effect and subject to the same approval as the bond,

11. The City of Syracuse and the Police and Pire Departments thereo! 
shall at all times have the right and privilege to use the poles and other 
structures of said Hugene Hughes and others to support and carry the wires 
of the fire alarm telegraph and of any police call or signal system or electrical

RESOLVED, that permission and consent be and the same are herely 
granted to the said Syracuse Telephone Company and its successors to erect, 
construct and maintain in, through, under and upon the streets, alleys, public 
places and squares of the City of Syracuse the necessary poles, wires, appli-

WHBERBAS, the Syracuse Chilled Plow Company are the owners or lessees 
of the real estate situated on the north and south side of Marcellus street, in 
the City of Syracuse, between West and Wyoming streets, and are desirous of 
erecting and constructing a bridge above ground so as to connect the buildings 
on each side of said street, and said company having this day submitted to 
this Common Council a plan or map showing the proposed construction, now, 
therefore, 


BE IT ORDAINED, that permission and consent be and the same hereby is 
granted to the Syracuse Chilled Plow Company to construct, erect and main- 
tain an elevated bridge connecting the respective premises occupied by said 
company on either side of Marcellus street between the points hereinbefore 
mentioned at a distance of not less than 25 feet nor more than 30 feet above 
the ground, said bridge to be not less than 5 nor more than 10 feet in width and 
to be constructed of steel and inclosed by corrugated iron. And said company 
is further authorized to construct not exceeding two steel supports on each 
side of Marcellus street between the curb and outside line of the sidewalk for 
the purpose of properly supporting said bridge, 


Such permission and consent, however, is granted upon the following ex- 
press terms and conditions, which said company by the acceptance hereof ex- 
pressly stipulate that they will accept and be obligated (to carry out and per- 
form in every respect: 


First. The said construction shall be done under the direction and super- 
yision of the Gity Wngineer and shall be constructed in a manner satisfactory 
to said engineer. 


Second. The said Chilled Plow Company for themselves, their successors 
and assigns, agree to forever save harmless the City of Syracuse and its 
several boards and departments from any and all liability by reason of any 
accident or injury to any person or persons or property during the erection 
and construction of said bridge or by reason of the erection or maintenance 
thereof, and said bridge shall be constructed as set out on the plan this day 
filed with the Common Council. 


Third, And said Chilled Plow Company shall at its own cost and expense 
protect and safeguard all electric light, telephone and telegraph wires and 
poles that may be interfered with by reason of such erection or maintenance, 
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
